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GLADSTONE’S FOES TALK 


RANDOLPH CHURCHILL SPEAKS 
AGAINST HOME RULE. 

HE AND OTHER TORIES CRITICISE THE PRE- 
MIER’S SCHEME—THE LAND BILL POST- 
PONED FOR A WEEK. 

Lonpon, April 12.—The House of Com- 
mons was again densely crowded this evening 
as a result of the announcement that Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill would attack Mr. Gladstone’s 
Home Rule bill. Among the Conservatives and 
the Whigs there was intense interest in Lord 
Randolph's effort. Prince Arthur and Prince 
Christian and the Duke of Cambridge sat to- 
gether in the peers’ gallery, and they were sur- 
rounded by a host of peers. Mr, Gladstone, in 
reply to questions, stated that it would be im- 
Possibie to close the debate on his request for 
leave to-night, and that on this account be had 
flecided to postpone introducing his Irish Land 
Purchase bill until next Monday. Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach, Conservative, made a brief ad- 
dress, in which he indicated for his varty an 
understanding to refrain from forcing a division 
on the Home Rule bill until it came up for sec- 
ond reading. 

Lord Randolph Churchill, by virtue of his mo- 
tion to adjourn at the last session having the 
floor, resumed the debate on Mr. Gladstone’s re- 
quest for permission to introduce the Home 
Rule bill. He spoke substantially as follows: 
After along consideration he had come to the 
conclusion that the scheme involved such a 
complicated and inextricable mass of contra- 
dictions that if anybody besides Mr. Gladstone 
had proposed it it never would bave been taken 
seriously. [Cheers.] It was hedged about with 
such fanciful and eccentric guarantees for 
the integrity of the empire that the speaker 
Was astouished at the Parneilites’ acquiescence, 
He had vainly searched all the authorities, 
ancient and modern, for a precedent for Mr. 
Giadstone’s two orders which were to compose 
tbe proposed Irish Parliament. The first order 
was intended specially to represent property, 
and it was worthy of attention that the great 
leader of the great Liberal Party had chosen 
such an antiquated and discarded machine as 
the property qualification for the electorate of 
this first order. The second order was also 
elective. Both orders were to sit together; each 
could demand the exercise of the right to vote 
separately, and one order could veto any mezs- 
ure brought 1n by the other. Take asimple ilius- 
tration of how this would work in practice. 
Suppose the new Parliament should proceed 
to the election of a Speaker. Assume that the 
popular party carried the election for 
their candidate. The property party by 
voting separately could veto the _ choice, 
and then, in consequence, for three or 
four years the election of a Speaker would be 
suspended, [Laughbter.]. Thesame thing would 
happen in ail those cases in which one order 
should choose to veto the action of the other— 
such as, for instance, questions of rules of pro- 
cedure or budget proposals. The Premier, con- 
tinued Lord Randoiph Churchill, labored on 
Thursday iast toshow that the fiscai unity of 
the United Kingdom would not be affected by 
the retention in the bands of the British Parlia- 
ment of the power of collecting the custome and 
excise duties. Now, if this were done, what 
would become of that ancient British right of 
taxation and representation going together? 
‘Cheers. ] 

Tue speaker then went on to analyze the re- 
ceipts and disbursements of the “ imaginary 
Irish budget,” tor the purpose, as he said, of 
showing that Mr. Gladstone’s proposal to main- 
tain the fiscal unity of the empire while giving 
Ireland home rule was altogether untrust- 
worthy. Hethen pointed out that the amount 
which the Premier had named as that which Ire- 
land would every year contribute under home 
rule to the imperial Treasury as her contribu- 
tion for the benefits of imperial unity was of an 
extremely illusory and precarious character, 
It might be seriously affected by eg 6 things. 
Taking it, however, as the price the Irish 
were to pay for maintaining the fiscal unity of 
the empire, what would the English have to 
pay ? They would have to pay far heavier pro- 
portionately, for the hands of the Chancellor of 
the Excheguer would be very much cramped, if 
not altogether tied, in dealing with the customs 
and excise duties of Iretand under her practical 
independence. How could he lower those duties? 
It be should lower them he would diminish the 
very resources wherefrom Ireland was to pay 
her tribute to England. He would have to do so 
without hearing a word from Irish representa- 
tiyes, nor could he impose an additional tax in 
order to obtain a credit in case of an'emergency 
without the delay involved in suing for the 
permission of the Parliamentat Dublin. Where, 
then, was the supremacy of the British? The 
real principle of the bill was simply repeal of the 
union. It handed over the protection of the 
lives and property of every man, woman, and 
child in Ireland to an Irish Parliament, and de- 

rived the imperial Parliament of all voice in 
rish matters. The measure gave much on the 
one band and took much on the other, express- 
ing in the same breath confidence and distrust. 

On the question of Ulster be asked if an Irish 
Government could pay its way if Ulster were 
withdrawn. That the English Government 
could not make up its mind in regard to Ulster 

roved the almost insolubie character of the 
fome rule project. The Premier justified his 
proposals on the ground that there were 86 home 
rulers in the House. But why sbould the voices 
of 86 irish members prevail over the voices of 
the 584 other members? History showed the 
rise and decline of former Irish parties. O’Con- 
nell’s party was formidable through the even 
balance of Whigsand Tories. The Parliament 
in which that party was powerful was dissolved 
and O’Conneii died broken hearted. Butt, in 

1870, headed a party 60 strong. The speaker saw 

Butt before his death, when the latter was in 

the deepest distress over the break-up of bis 

party. Parnell in 1850 lea 60 votes. In six 
months his party was divided, remaining so 
until the end of the last Parliament. So the 

Parnellites, formidable to-day, were in danger 

of disunion to-morrow—a danger that Mr. Par- 

nell sought to avert by insisting upona pledge 
from his followers to votein a certain way. 

[Cries of dissent from the Parnellites.] 

The Premier, continued the spezker, further 
argued that the repeal of the union was neces- 
sary because English laws had a toreign aspect 
to the Irish. Mr. Morley had emphasized that 
by warning the House that unless Mr. Glad- 
stone’s bill was passed the country might pre- 
pare for resistance to the payment of rent, for 
revolt, dynamite explosions, and assassinations. 
The House, he declared, was ready to face sucha 

osition, with which it was already familiar. Mr. 

ladstone’s proposals had given the Nationalists 
au enormous advantage. He had listened to 
many of Mr. Gladstone’s speeches, the charms 
of which were described as being like the effects 
of morphia. The sensation under the operation 
was transcendent, the awakening was bitterly 
painful. In conclusion, the speaker said that the 
effect of the bill would be to free Ireland from 
the supremacy of Parliament and the sovereignty 
of the Queen. He regretted that it had not been 
deemed consistent with the customs of the 

House to take a division on Mr. G!adstone’s mo- 

tion for leave to introduce the bill, but the day 

of decision would speedily arrive when the 

House would vote against proposals which were 

desperate, unconstitutional, and misleading. 

[Loud cheers. ] 

Mr. Russeil, the Attorney-General, taunted 
Lord Randolph with infusing into his speech 
prejudice and passion. It nad been argued that 
the present Parliament had no mandate from 
its constituencies for the bill. He asked was 
there a mandate forarepressive policy toward 
freland. [Parnellite cheers.] As to the exclu- 
sion of Irish members from the imperial Par- 
fament, the sudden affection the opponents of 
the bill displayed for the presence of the 
Irish members would not deceive the Irish peo- 
ple. Mr. Gladstone’s bill was the first genuine 
effort to give law in Ireland moral support. 
The condition of Ireland was not due to per- 
versity of the Irish character, that was onlya 
weak excuse of imbecile statesmen. The truth 
was,a united Parliament had hitherto failed in 
its duty to Ireland. He went on to contend that 
the bill does not attack the imperial Parliament 
orthe Crown. As to Ulster, the bill gave Prot- 
estantsand Catholics the same rights. He was 
convinced that the patriotism of the Ulster Or- 
angemen and Catholics would go to the common 
fund of intelligence and energy which would 
build up the nation. The Engiish had tried to 
govern Ireland and failed. It was now time 
for Ireland to try to govern itseif. [Cheers. 
The speaker reminded the House that it_ha 
never been abie to break the spirit of the Irish 
people. If the measure was not passed,if Pur- 
liament refused it to-day, another Parliament 
dare not refuse to pass it. Whena just and 
practicable rcheme like this, sanctioned by the 
Cabinet, when the dissension of the Liberals 
only differed as to the means, when the Con- 
servatives bad no policy but repression, was it 
not the bighest wisdom to pass the measure ina 
generous spirit? If it were postponed until the 
military were used to enforce repression, it 
would still have to be done, and under con- 
ditions infinitely worse. 

Mr. Bradiaugh said he regretted the bitterness 
of the criticisms on Mr. Giadstone’s speech. 
The subject ought to be approached in a gener- 
ous spirit. He would give Mr. Gladstone his 
heartiest support. 

Major Saunders congratulated Mr. Gladstone 
on his maiden speech as leader of the Home 
Rulers. He said he was ata loss to understand 
what was meant by “an Irishman.” The Par- 
neliites represented three-fourths of the popu- 
lation of Ireland, but the minority represented 
the industry, education, and backbone and, it 
would be found, the fighting power of Ireland. 
His continued humorous sallies against Irish 
patriots were greeted with muct laughter.

On motion of Sir Michael Hicks-Beach the de- 
bate was adiourned until to-morrow. It ia 





thought the bill will pass its first reading with- 
out a division. 

An incident of to-nizht's debate created much 
amusement. Lord Randolph Churchill, during 
his speech, wanted to quote from Article 8 of 
the act of the union, He tumbled in his pock- 
ets for a time, and then began an apology to the 
House, saying that he had forgotten to bring the 
act with him. 

Mr. Giadstone instantly produced the act, 
turned up Article II]., and handed the document 
to Lord Randolph amid general cheers and 
laughter. Tne Premier is in high spirits. He 
proposes to devote the Easter recess to a cam- 
paign in Scotland. 

To-night’s speeches caused disappointment. 
Lord Randolph Churchill’s speech lacked the 
wonted point and energy of the vrator, ‘while 
that of Mr. Russell was a labored effort and fell 
fiat. Sir Michael Hicks-Beach will close the de- 
bate to-morrow. 

It is stated that the Irish bill will be modified 
so as to include representation of Ireland at 
Westminster in ratio to the Irish contributions 
tothe Imperial Exchequer. A further amend- 
ment wiil be made. it is said, in the direction of 
extending the power of veto of the Imperial 
Parliament. 

It is announced that the Lords of Kenmare 
and Cork, Lord Suffield, and Viscount Kilcoursie 
have resizned, 


The Conservatives of Manchester have invited . 


the Liberals to co-operate with them in organiz- 
ing a great public meeting to denounce Mr, 
Gladistone’s great scheme. 

The home rule issue is being made the sole 
ground of contestin the election in Ipswich to 
fill the vacancies caused by the unseatine of 
Messrs. Jesse Collings and H. W. West for fraud- 
ulent electioneering practices. The district is 
very close, neither of the successful candidates 
at the last election obtaining a hundred major- 
ity. The Conservative candidates at present are 
Messrs. Dairymple and Elcho, and the ‘Tory 
placards contain the following appeal: * Will 
you vote for Dalrymple and Elcho and the sup- 
portof her Majesty the Queen, the Marquis of 
Sulisbury, and the integrity of the empire, or 
for Gladstone, Parnell, home rule, and the ruin 
of England and the empire?”’ 

The editorial article in this morning’s Daily 
News on Mr. Gladstone’s scheme bas served to 
increase the uneasiness of the Liberals. 

A report baving been circulated to-day that 
Michael Davitt bad threatened to oppose the 
programme of Mr. Gladstone, Mr. Davitt has 
given authority for a deniul of the report, which 
be says is entirely untrue. 

Mr. Gladstone spent two hours this afternoon 
in private conference with Mr. John Morley, 
Chief Secretary for Ireland, and Ear! Spencer, 
ex-Irish Viceroy. It is reported that the Premier 
bas decided to subject his home rule scheme to 
several important modifications. 

"The Dublin Freeman's Journal says the rejec- 
tion of the home rule measure would result in 
an acute commercial crisis and would provoke 
the unemployed of Dublin to commit excesses 
similar to those perpetrated during the recent 
riots in London. 

Mr. Joseph Cowen, Radical, member of Par- 
liament for Newcastle-on-Tyne, in a published 
letter, says: ** The present Parliament will soon 
be dissolved, and with it I will end my Parlia- 
mentary career.” 


While Mr. Gladstone was driving to the House 
of Commons this afternoon he was greeted with 
mingled cheers and groans. When he reached 
the palace yard the groans and hisses of the 
crowd quite overtopped the cheers. 

Lord Hartington had a long interview with 
Lord Salisbury to-day. 

Mr. MundelJa, President of the Board of 
Trade, speaking at Ipswich to-night, said he did 
not pretend that Mr. Gladstone’s scheme was 
perfect, but asserted that it was an honest ef- 
fort to undo agiant wroog and deserved un- 
grudged support. 


Lonpon, April 13.—The Liberal associa- 
tions of Newcastle, Sunderland, Tynemouth, 
and Liverpool and many other Liberal bodies 
have resolved to support Mr. Gladstone. 

The Daily \ews says it does not know whether 
Lord Randolph Churchill feared inconvenient 
disclosures from the Parnellites, but that in his 
speech last night he certainly referred to the 
Irish party with bated breath. ‘*The whispered 
humbleness of last nicht’s debate,” it adds, 
“ greatly strengthened the position of the Gov- 
ernment.”’ 

The Paily Telegraph says that Mr. Gladstone 
has substituted a scheme for the issue of [rish 
consols, secured on land and rentals therefrom, 
with the view of securing the adherence of the 
Radicals. 


RUMORED DECLARATION OF WAR. 

Lonvon, April 13.—A rumor is current 
at Manchester that a Greek firm in that city bas 
received information that Greece has declared 
war against Turkey. The Greek Embassy in 
London has received no advices confirmatory of 
the rumor. 


GENERAL NEWS FROM ENGLAND. 

Lonpon, April 12.—The case against Mrs. 
Adelaide Bartlett and the Rev. Mr. Dyson, a 
Methodist clergyman, of Pimlico, for the al- 
leged murder of Edward T. Bartlett, the 
woman's husband, by chloroform on Dec. 31 
last,was brought up for trial at the Central Crim- 


inal Court to-day. The court room was crowded. 
The crown deciined to proceed against Mr. Dy- 
s0n, because convinced of its inability to main- 
tain the indictment against him, and he 
was accordingly discharged. He is to ap- 
pear as a witness against Mrs. Bartlett. 
Mrs. Bartlett, pale and attractive, watched 
the proceedings intently. The Attorney-Gen- 
eral, in presenting the case, urged the jury to 
retrain from convicting on mere suspicion, but 
to weigh the evidence carefully and patiently. 
A number of witnesses who gave testimony at 
the preliminary hearing repeated their state- 
ments. Mr. Bartlett’s father, being called, 
testified that be believed the will otfered for 
probate asthatof his son was aforgery. He 
stated that Mrs. Bartlett. during her husband’s 
life, once eloped with his brother, Frederick, 
with whom she remained for a week. Fred- 
erick, after this episode, went to America, and 
witness did not know his present whereabouts, 

The American scbooner Ida Francis. Capt. 
Francis, wnich sailed from Pensacolo Feb. 10, 
for New-York, was dismasted on Feb. 27, when 
"0 miles southeast of Delaware Breakwater. 
Her cabin was filled with water and the pro- 
visions were mostly destroyed. The schooner 
drifted, waterlogged and in a helpless condition, 
for 17 days, atthe end of which time she was in 
latitude 84° north, longitude 65° west. The 
Captain and his wife and child took refuge 
abaft the cabin, and they, as well as the crew, 
suffered terribly from cold andjnunger. When 
rescued, at the end of the 17 days, all on board 
were in a greatly exhausted condition. They 
have been landed in London. The second mate, 
whose leg is broken, has been placed in a hos- 
pital. 

Tne importations of Frepch wines at present 
are enormous. The increase in the importa- 
tions is in consequence of the expectation by 
dealers that the Government, in their forth- 
coming budget, will propose an increase in the 
duties on wines. 


BISMARCK AND THE POPE. 
BER1IN, April 12.—Debate was begun in 
the upper house of the Prussian Diet to-day on 
the amended Ecclesiastical bill. Dr. Kopp, 
Bishop of Fulda, said he was grateful for the 
conciliatory attitude of the Government, but 


insisted that the bill would not suffice to at- 
tain the objects desired. He urged the 
adoption oO his previous amendments 
on the basis of a further agreement. 
Prince Bismarck said that the Government 
had not yet arrived ata decision on the ques- 
tion. He had already taken tne full responsibil- 
ity for the May laws as fighting laws. The Goy- 
ernment had never intended that the lawsshould 
be Srna No loss of dignity would result 
to Emperor William in attempting to meet the 
wishes of his Catholic subjects. e (Bismarck) 
thought the time had arrived to abolish fight- 
ing Jaws. He preferred to treat directly with 
the Pope, because he had found the Pope 
better disposed. toward Germany than the ma- 
jority in the Reichstag. He would not, he added, 
enter into negotiations with the Centre Party 
until he had effected acomplete entente cordiale 
with the Pope. In conclusion he asked the 
House to pass the Government measure, which, 
he said, would enabie the Ministry to secure a 
wider basis for furtber negotiations. The gen- 
eral debate on the bill was then closed. The sep- 
arate clauses will be discussed to-morrow.

WELLINGTON, New-Zealand, April 12.— 
The New-Zealand coasting steamer Taiaroa has 
been wrecked between Wellington and Christ- 
church. A heavy gale prevailed at the time, and 
the sea was very rough. Three boats were 
launched, but eachf§was speedily capsized. 
Twerty-nine persons were drowned. Only two 
passengers were saved. 


ViENNA, April 12.--The newspapers are 
again dovoting a great deal of space in record- 
ing the oddities of King Ludwig of Bavaria. It 
is stated that when the Emperor of Austria was 
recently ix Munich, the enpital of Bavaria, King 
Ludwig took no notice of him, and that Princes 
Ludwig and Leopold, the King’s. nephews, were 
compelied to assume ali the responsibilities ot 
entertaining the imperial visitor. 


St. PerersBurec, April 12.—Gen. Tcber- 
naieff declares that it will be impossible to con- 
struct and maintain a line of railway trom 
Mery to Bokhera because of the great interven- 
ing deserts of loose, snifting sands.

FROM SENATE TO BENCH 


MR. CLEVELAND APPOINTS A NEW 
CIRCUIT JUDGE. 

SENATOR JACKSON, OF TENNESSEE, TO SUC- 
CEED THE LATE JUDGE BAXTER—THE 
STAR CHAMBER ABSURDITY. 

WASHINGTON, April 12.—President Cleve- 
jand sent to the Senate to-day the nomination of 

Senator Howell E. Jackson, of Tennessee, to be 

United States Judge for the Sixth Judicial Cir- 

cuit, as successor to the late Judge John Baxter. 

In less than half an hour after the message had 

been received Mr. Jackson was confirmed. The 

nomination came-in while the Senate was at 
work op the Indian Appropriation bill. It was 
recognizea on both sides of the chamber 
as ab excellent selection, and Republicans and 

Democrats alike desired to express their kindly 

feelings for their fellow-Senator by confirming 

him atonce. By the star chamber rules of the 

Senate, however, the public could not beal- 

lowed to witness the proceedings. Mr. Hoar 

moved to gu into executive session, and the gal- 
leries were clearad of all visitors and the floor 
of ail persons not Senators or officers of 
the Senate, while the double doors were 
carefully locked and barred. Then Mr. 

Jackson’s nomination was laid before 

the Senate and a number of speeches 

full of warm friendship and compliment for the 

Tennessee Senator were delivered by Senators 

who had.served with him on committees and 


others. Among the Republicans who thus spoke 
were Mr. Sherman and Mr. Hoar. There was of 
course no oO, position to the formal confirmation 
of the new Judge. Mr. Jackson was quietly 
disposing of a dish of roasted oysters in the Sen- 
ate restaurant while this was going on, but be- 
fore he had finished bis lunch he had to shake 
bands with a good many Senators who wanted 
to congratulate him, while adding their regret 
that he was to leave them. 

Judge Juckson was not a candidate forthe 
nomination, although some of his friends had 
urged the President to name him. He was 
unxious to have the place go to Tennessee, 
whence Judge Baxter had been appointed, and 
had presented the names of three residents of 
that State to Mr. Cleveiand, asking bim to select 
the new Judge from that hst. The President re- 
plied by assuring bim that if he did 1 ot nim-elf 
accept the nomination it would not go to Ten- 
nessee. Judge Jackson will forward his resigna- 
tion to Gov. Bate and assume his dutiss on the 
bench as soon as pussible, as the work of the cir- 
cuit is steadily accumulating and the presence 
of the Judge is neeced at once. His successor will 
be named by Gov. Bate to serve until next March, 
when Judge Jackson’s term as Senator would 
have exvired. The State Legislature will elect a 
Senator in January, and Gov. Bate is under- 
stood to be an earnest candidate for the place, a 
fact which will probably have considerable bear- 
ing upon his selection of Judge Jackson’s im- 
mediate successor. Among the members of the 
Judiciary Committee, upon which Mr. Jackson 
has served, he isspoken of as an excellent law- 
yer, with much of the dignity and fair minded- 
ness that should be found in a man raised to the 
Bench. A good many Democrats were desirous 
atthe time that the Cabinet was made up that 
he should be made Attorney-General. His last 
workin the Senate was the preparation, with 
Mr. Pugh, of Alabama, of the minority report 
on the Edmunds resolution condemning the Ad- 
ministration for refusing certain privute papers 
demanded by the Senate. |

Senator Riddleberger is credited with sincerity 
in his efforts to do away with star chamber pro- 
ceedings in the Senate, but all other friends of 


open sessions wish he would be more prudent 
and less intemperate in the display of his zeal. 
During the last week he bas made repeated at- 
tempts to induce the Senate to take up eitherthe 
Platt or Logan resolution calling for public con- 
sideration of Executive nominations, and each 
time he has done so atsuch atime and in sucha 
wuy asto provokea good many Senators and to 
discredit the cause he is seeking to promote, 
outside of the fact that the right to make a mo- 
tion to take up a resolution belongs by the un- 
written law ot the Senate to the Senator who of- 
fered it. To-day Mr. Riidleberger moved to 
take up the Logan resolution, and when Mr. 
Sherman ruled that debate on .the motion was 
not in order he disputed the ruling until the 
plain lenguage of the rules was read 
from the desk to show that Mr. Sher- 
man was right. Messrs. Dawes, Logan, and 
Blair pleaded with Mr. Riddleberger not 
to press his motion to-day, and Mr. Hoar point- 
ed out thatift the motion should prevail the reso- 
lution itself would be thrown out under the 
point of order that it proposeda change in the 
rules without previous notice. In spite of this 
Mr. Riddieberger insisted upon a roll call on his 
motion. The result was that out of 58 Senators 
present 51 were recorded in the negative, anda 
Mr. Ridaleverger had nothing more to say. Mr. 
Platt and other warm friends of publicity were 
among those who saw the folly of trying to take 
up a resolution which would be at once 
ruled out, The seven Senators who voted in the 
affirmative were Messrs. Bowen, George, Logan, 
Riddleberger, Vance, Van Wyck, and Wilson of 
Iowa. Mr. Hoar’s remarks servedas a warning 
to Mr. Logan tbat he bad omitted the forma! no- 
tice of a proposea change of rules, and later in 
the day he put the matter straight, so that his 
resolution can be considered under the rules. 

Mr. Platt found no opportunity to call up his 
resolution to-day, but will try to do so to-mor- 

row. As it willcome upin the morning hour, 

probably notbing more wil be done than the de- 
livery of Mr. Platt’s speech in its support,

The President bas withdrawn from the Senate 
the nomination of Orlando W. Powers, of Mich- 
igan, to be an Associate Justice of the Supreme 


Court of the Territory of Utah. Judge Powers 
bas been upon the bench severa! months, but 
the reasons for withdrawing his name were dis- 
cussed with a great deal of freedom after he was 
named and before his nomination was sent to 
the Senate on Jan. 5._ The assumption must be, 
therefore, that the President was not at that 
time satisfied that the accusations brought 
against him were true or suttciently grave to 
justify withholding his appointment. Michigan 
people were astonished that Powers should have 
been nominated for any office. His neignbors 
brought up many stories that were discredita- 
bie, and one of these was that while an attorney 
he undertook the collection of a claim for $1,000 
and neglected to turn over the money, when 
collected, to his client. His memory was re- 
freshed, it is toid, by the production of the receipt 
for the amount in the hands of the person who 
paid it to Powers. ‘It’s a bad thing for Pow- 
ers,” said a Michizan man whospoke of the mat- 
ter to-night, ** but it’s a result upon which Utah 
ought to be congratulated,

Capt. Eads and the friends of his Tehuantepec 
Ship Railway project heard with interest of the 
Senate's action to-day in making a change in the 


membership of the Committee on Commerce. 
Several weeks ago, when this committee voted 
on the question of reporting the Eads Dill, no 
decision was reached because the vote was a tie. 
The vote of Mr. Jones. of Florida, was needed 
tu break the tie, but Mr. Jones was not 
forthcoming, nor has he since seen fit

After the Senate had confirmed Judge Jack. 
son to-day, the 53 renominations which the Pres- 
ident transmitted last week were laid before the 


Senators. 1t took some time to read all the 
messages and refer each to its proper committee, 
After this had been done, Mr. Edmunds suggest- 
ed that something should be done with the orig- 
inal nominations, as they seemed to have been 
superseded by the later documents. There was 
a brief discussion on this subject, and Mr. Ed- 
munds finally offered a resolution directing the 
Secretary to return the earlier messages to the 
President, and thus, to that extent, relleve the 
files of the Senate. An objection was made to 
the present consideration of the resolution, and 
sd : herefore went over until the next executive 
sion. .

A RIOT AT WINNIPEG, 


REVOLVERS, KNIVES, AND CLUBS FREELY 
USED BY ITALIAN LABORERS. 
WINNIPEG, Manitoba, April 12.—Much 
excitement was caused in Winnipeg this morn- 
ing by a riot among Italian laborers. The cir- 
cumstances that led to it are as follows: About 
500 Italian laborers came here last week from 
Chicago and other American cities, attracted 
by lying statements that they could earn $2 50 
per day and more by going to work on the 
Canadian Pacific Road construction at the 
Rocky Mountains. Reaching Winnipeg they 
found all the railroad would give them was $1 25 
per day, and naturally they became in- 
dignant. All but about 100 refused to 
work at these wages, but these agreed to start 


by this mornine’s train for their destination. 
Last night notices were circulated, 

by one of the invincibles, warning 
men who had agreed to go that if they 
attempted to board the trains there would 
be trouble. The notice stated that Italians had 
sworn that none should go. This morning the 
Italians congregated at the station and 
when 20 or 30 of their companions came on 
the platform to board the train a free fight 
ensued. The police arrived on the scene 
promptly, but had more than they could do to 
quell the riot, which became general. Revol- 
vers, knivea, razors, and clubs, were freely used, 
and some dozen or more of Italy’s sons were 
biting the dust. The small party attacked 
took refuge ina bouse near the station, and for 
atime held the fort. A general rush was made 
on the place, however, and the door was broken, 
when a terrible fight took place inside. 
The police entered and attempted to 
quell the riot, but without success. Several 
officers were badly injured. Policeman 
Dinsmore made an attempt to. arrest 
the ringleader of the row, and was fired on. He 
in turn fired on the mob, and with tne assistance 
of citizens, notably the champion heavy weight 
of Manitoba, Ed McKown, succeeded in clean- 
ing out balf a hundred of the mob ana in 
arresting two of the leaders, When the 
train moved out of the station the laborers at- 
tempted to get on it, but all of them were 
pulled off the car platform as fast as they could 
get on by the infuriated mob. Out of all the 
party only two of the Italians gotaway. Haif 
a dozen of the rioters were placed in jai

WILL RESIGN HIS SEAT AS A HAMILTON 
COUNTY SENATOR, 

Cotumsus, Ohio, April 12.—The Demo- 
cratic politicians of this State were to-day 
thrown into wild paroxysms by atelegram an- 
nouncing that James C. Hopple, of Cincinnati, 
has prepared and will to-morrow tender his 
resignation as Senator from Hamilton County. 
It has been an open secret for weeks that 
he was not only willing, but anxious, to 
throw off the robes,of office. A few 
days ago Mr. Hopple said to THE TimEs’s 
correspondent, “I am tired of this thing of be- 
ing called one of the Hamilton County frauds, 
the beneficiary of frauds, and having an array 
of figures shoved under my nose in the public 
prints indicating that [ was notelected, I have 
always stood high in the community in which 


I live as a citizen and a business man, and now 
which ever way I turn I am called ‘ Macaroni 
Hopple,’ and this will probably hang to me as 
long as I live, and all for an office that has but 
little honor and no money in it.” 

This indicated that his soul had been harrowed 
up with the charges and specifications that have 
been made and proved against him. His party 
ties have been the oaly thine that held him in 
the position, and since the chances have devel- 
oped that the non-partisan committees who are 
now preparing their reports onthe frauds in 
Hamilton ate | by which these four worthies 
were elected will probably report in favor of 
ousting the lot, he can be held no longer. 
The other three Senators from Hamilton County 
have been discussing the advisability of resign- 
ing, but the Democratic leaders insist on their 
remaining to the end, which they will probably 
do. Mr. Hopple hason several occasions ex- 
pressed his disgust at Senator Brashear’s hold- 
ing his position, when he had not even the bene- 
fitof the 300 fraudulent tallies in Precinct A, 
Fourth Ward, on which to hang his claim. 

As soon as the four fraudulent Senators from 
Hamilton County can be gotten rid of the Sen- 
ate will be Republican by a majority of 5. 
Many of the Democrats concede that 
this end will be brought about’ within 
the next two weeks, but this hangs on 
the question as to whether the alleged 
members trom that county can vote on each 
Oother’s cases. Senator Hopple’s resignation 
is expected to arrive to-morrow, but it is very 
questionable whether any of the resignations 
will be accepted by the Senate under the cir- 
cumstances, This is a phase in the political his- 
tory the like of which has never been known. 





A FRIENDLESS MAN ATTEMPTS SUICIDE. 

Newsura, N. Y., April 12.—Benjamin 
Bennison, a Russian Jew, 20 years old, a peddler 
by occupation, attempted to commit suicide yes- 
terday at his lodgings, corner of Gidney and 
Robinson avenues, this city, by cutting himself 
in the right breast and the neck with a largee 
jackknife. His ante-mortem statement was 
taken by Coroner Corwin. Init he stated that 
he was despondent and wanted to die. Two 


reasons are assigned for the attempt at self-de- 
struction. One is that his employer, another 
Jew named Jacob Zukerman, had threatened to 
kill him for having taken a bad trade dollar, and 
the other that Henry Heinrichs, proprietor of 
a saloon and store and Bennison’s lodging 
nouse, had frightened him by saying to him 
that in this country it was customary to hanga 
mun for stealing. Just before Bennison used his 
knife on himself he had stolen seven ginger snaps 
fromHeinrichs’s store,and had been upbraided by 
the latter for doing it. Bennison is at the New- 
burg Almshouse and has been trying to starve 
himseit to-day. He was forced by the doctor 
and authorities there to take nourishment. He 
has no friends in this country and appears to be 
simple-minded. Heinrichs t»yis morning refused 
to allow Zukerman to take away the things be- 
longing to him and Bennison, claiming that he 
should first be paid $25 for the disarrangement 
of his house by Bennison yesterday. The things 
were Ordered removed by Recorder Waring, and 
the order was executed by an officer. Bennison 
may recover. 





TENNESSEE'S VACANT SENATORSHIP. 

NASHVILLE, April 12.—The confirmation 
as Judge of Senator Jackson has caused much 
speculation in Tennessee as to the appointment 
by Gov. Bate of his successor in the Senate. 
Senator Jackson is a leader of the State Credit 
Democracy, who insist upon the payment, dol- 
lar for dollar, of the State debt. There is sucha 
lamentable scarcity of reai leaders 1n the Demo- 


cratic Party in Tennessee that the_ selec- 
tion of a suitable successor to Senator Jackson 
will be an extremely difficult matter. The gen- 
tlemmen mentioned in connection with the va- 
cancy to be created by the resignation of Senator 
Jackson are ex-Gov. AlJbert Marks, John J. 
Vertress, former editor of the Nashville 4 meri- 
can; 8. F. Wilson, former candidate for Goy- 
ernor on the Readjuster ticket; the Hon. John 
8. Savage, a Keadjuster leader; the Hon. John 
V. Wright, a prominent lawyer, and the Hon. 
Robert L. Taylor, ex-Congressman.: There are 
many who hope that either the Hon. James 
D. Porter, the present Assistant Secretary of 
State, or Col. A. 8. Colyar, editor of the Nashville 
Union, may be appoiuted. The question opens 
up an interesting field for speculation. The ap- 
pointment would carry with it,in a significant de- 
gree, a recommendation of the appointee to the 
next General Assembly. It is an open secret 
that Goy. Bate would not object to an election 
to the Senate next year, and the necessity of ap- 

ointing a successor to Senator Jackson, ad 
nterim, imposes a very delicate duty upon the 
Governor. 


A SUIT INVOLVING MILLIONS. 

Raxereu, N. C., April 12.—Morton, Bliss 
& Co., of New-York, brought suit to-day in the 
State court against William P. Roberts, Auditor 
of State, to compel the State to pay the interest 
on the special tax bonds issued in aid of several 
unfinished railroads in 1868 and 1869 by the Legis- 
lature. These bonds were sold and the proceeds 
were squandered, and because of this the same 
Legislature at the next session passed an act re- 

ailing the appropriations. The law forbids 
te Auditor to put these taxes on the tax 
lists which are sent out every year to the 
Sheriffs of the several counties. The suit is to 
compel the Auditor to put the special taxes as 
levied in the acts Baty tered the bonds back 
on the tax lists. The decisionsin the Virginia 
coupon cases and the opinion of ex-Judge 
Strong, of the Supreme Court of the United 
States, are authority for the bringing of the 
suit. Interest and principal of these bonds new 
amount to $28,000,000. It the suit 1s successful 
the annual interest chargein addition to the 

poset taxes will be $700,000, and State taxes will 

treble.

A BALL THROUGH HIS HEAD 


LAWYER ROUNTREE’S SUICIDE IN 
A CHICAGO’ GUN SHOP. 

NO REASON GIVEN FOR THE COMMISSION 
OF THE DEED-—STORY OF THE DEAD 
MAN’ LIFE AND CONNECTIONS. 

Curcaco, April 12.—* You’ll find that a 
capital revolver,” said Clerk John Taylor, as he 
stood behind the counter in his father’s gun 

store, at No. 72 East Madison-street, just after 6 

o’clock this evening, and handed’ over to 

Lawyer John M. Rountree a loaded Smith & 

Wesson weapon which the lawyer had se- 

lected. ‘All right,’ said Mr. Rountree; * put 

it on my account.” The clerk turned to the 
desk in therearof thestore and the lawyer 
walked toward the door. His usually florid face 
was very pale,and his hand trembiea as he 
raised the revolver to his right temple. A clerk 
behind a cigar stand in the front part of the store 
saw the motion and started forward. Rountree’s 
hand dropped, and the clerk, who says he thought 
he must have mistaken the action, stepped back. 

As he did so the lawyer again raised the re- 

volver to his temple. “My God!” cried clerk 

Taylor, who had turned and saw the lawyer 

with the weapon at his head. A report rang out 

and Rountree staggered forward and tumbled 
over, with a 82-calibre bullet buried{in his brain. 

Two doctors, with offices in the building, 
were called. They found the lawyer lying where 


he fell, with a widening pool of blood around 
his head, and staining his heavy white bair. 
Biood gushed from his mouth with every 
labored breath, and ran down over his scarf, 
where acostly diamond sparkled. The lawyer 
neither moved, spoke, nor groaned, but caimly 
breathed away his life,and in 15 minutes from 
the time he fired the shot he was dead, 

When the policemen who had heard the shot 
reached the gun store they found it filled with 
an excited crowd of men, women, and children, 
who had literally fought their way in from the 
street thronged with people on their way home. 
It was only with the greatest difficulty that 
the intruders were thrust into the street, 
and the doctors given room in which 
to make the brief examination which told them 
that Rountree could live but a few minutes. A 
patrol wagon was called, and when the lawyer 
had died his body was lifted into the wagon and 
taken away ‘to the Morgue. Twenty minutes 
before Rountree had entered the store, 
where he was well kvown, and after chatting 
pleasantly for a moment with young Mr. Taylor 
asked to beshown a revolver. Taylor handed 
him the one which he subsequently bought. 
“That seems to be all right,” said the lawyer, 
snapping the trigger; ** suppose you load it for 
me.”’ 

“He was perfectly sober and not in the least 
excited,” said Mr. Taylor laterin the evening, 
‘“*‘and I knew he was a sporting man and a mem- 
ber of two or three gun clubs. He had often 
bought goods of us, and when he asked 
me to load the revolver I did so without 
a moment's hestitation. He kept a running ac- 
count with us, and when he told me to charge 
the amount I turned to do it as I had done it 
time and again before. 1 madea note of the 
transaction and turned around. Then I saw he 
had the weapon at his bead, and I shouted.” 

Rountree was one of the best known lawyers, 
sporting men, and club men in Chicago, where 
he had lived more than a quarter of a century, 
andthe only reason suggested for his suicide 
is that he had suffered a great deal of late 
from dyspepsia, induced by high lhving, 
and had been rather melancholy for 
the last few days. He was 50 years 
old on Feb, 15,and a man of bitter prejudices 
and imperious, haughty, and even arrogant 
manners. His practice was large and he was in 
good circumstances. His friends say that he 
had no. financial or domestic troubles 
sufficient to drive him to suicide. He 
was a member of the aristocratic Union Club, 
and until afew months ago lived with his wife 
at No. 289 Oak-street, not far from the club- 
house. Then he moved to the Palmer House, 
where he had been living ever since. 

Rountree was born at Plattville, Grant County, 
Wis., and was ason of the Hon. John H. Roun- 
tree. He entered Hamilton College, New-York, 
in 1853, but remained there only a short time. 
Returning West, he read law at Galena, 
Til, and in 1856 wars admitted to  prac- 
tice at the State Bar. After a year 
spent in the practice of his profession in 
Milwaukee he came to Chicago, and had lived 
here ever since. He was attorney for the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern Railroad during the 
earlier days of that company, and his practice, 
especially in railroad and corporation cases, was 
large. At the time of his death he was attorney 
torthe Loan and Trust Company’s Bank, at- 
torney and Secretary of the Grand Opera House 
Company, in whose building. he had his office, 
and atterney for the panorama company. 
He was a member of the State Leg- 
islature in 1873, and served on a 
committee which revised the Statutes of the 
State. In the Fall ofthat vear he was elected 
Attorney for Cook County, and held the office 
two years. In both instances he was chosen as 
a Republican, though previously he was a Demo- 
crat, and he had affiliated with the former party 
ever since. 

Mr. Rountree had been married three times. 
His first wife, whom he married in 1862, was 
Mary H. Bancroft, a lineal descendant of 
Samuel Huntington, one of the _ signers 
of the Declaration of Independence. 
This lady died, and in 1877 he married 
Miss Virginia Wolfe, daughter of N. H. 
Wolfe, a _ prominent shipping merchant 
ot New-York City. It was alleged that 
Rountree was exceedingly cruel to _ his 
first wife, and that similar treatment of his sec- 
ond led to a divorce, which was obtained 
a year after their marriage, Then he 
was united to a Mrs. Heltman, also 
of New- York. Mr. Rountree and his 
wife had arranged to attend the monthiy ban- 
quet of the Presbyterian Union at the Palmer 
House this eveuing, and the lady had dressed 
and was waiting in her room for. her 
husband’s arrival. When he did not 
come she became a little anxious at the prospect 
of being late at the banquet and sent him a note 
asking if he had forgotten the engage- 
ment. This note was sent to “Taylor's 
store, where Mrs. Rountree knew her 
husband often stopped on his way home 
from his office, but reached the store after 
Mr. Rountree’s dead body had been taken away. 
Mrs. Rountree is prostrated by the shock, and 
will see noboay. Mr. Rountree had one daugh- 
id vrs former wife, but she isnow in New- 

ork, 





A DESPERATE MUTINEER. 
Boston, Mass., April 12.—A special to the 
Herald trom Washington says that United States 
Consul Withers has sent from Hong-Kong 
to the State Department a thrilling account of 
the death of a Spanish sailor named Leon Sa- 


lares, who was hired at Manila by the Captain 
of the ship Granite State, of Portsmouth, N. H., 
and who mutinied and sought refuge among 
packages of kerosene oil, with which the lower 
hold was filled. He threatened thatif attacked, 
or unless furnished with food and water, he would 
fire the oil and burn the ship. For a night and 
part of one day he defended himself by means 
of sheath knives bound to poles and by throw- 
ing firewood at the lanterns carried by the men, 
breaking the glass and compelling a retreat, as 
tne naked flame could not safely be carried near 
the oil, A concerted onslaught was at length 
made, and after four hours of desperate fighting 
the man was secured. He had been wounded in 
the mouth and arm, and bad cut his own throat 
just before his capture. Hediedin 10 minutes 
after being taken on deck. The ship was hove 
to, her colors set at half-mast, the burial service 
was read, and the body was launched into the 
ocean. 





MUNICIPAL ELECTION IN PATERSON. 

Parerson, N. J., April 12.—At the an- 
nual municipal election here to-day a very light 
vote was polled, especially by the Republicans, 
In the First Ward Peter R. Hopper, Democrat, 
was elected Alderman, and in the Third 
and Fourth Wards all the Republican 
candidates were successful by 
reduced majorities. In the Sixth Ward

A KENTUCKY FIGHT. 


BLOODY BATTLE BETWEEN THE FOLLOWERS 
OF THE DAY BROTHERS, 

LovIsvIL_e, Ky., April 12.—News is just 
received here from the mountain counties of 
Harlan and Leslie of another bloody battle be- 
tween two factions. News travels very slowly 
out of this section, remote from railway and 
telegraph, and though the battle was fourht two 
weeks ago, the intelligence has just reached the 
outside world. [Isaac Day was arrested a year 
ago for robbery, and was bailed out by his 
brother John. Subsequently Isaac became so 
lawless ‘that Johoconcluded to surrender him, 
and, calling to his aid five brothers named Min- 
iard, he arrested Isaac and turned him over to 


the authorities, The prisoner was released 
on bail given oy friends of his, and in 
company with those friends he started out 
after tne Miniards and his brother John. At 
the house of Israel] Napier, where they had met 
to goto a neighboring log rolling, were found 
Israel] Napier, Israel Miniard, William Miniard 
Walter Miniard, John Napier, John Day, and 
James Rice, the majority of whom were armed 
with rifles, it being customary in that sparsely 
settled forest country to carry the trusty rifle 
upon ail occasions, without which the thorough 
mountaineer at all times feels ill at ease. When 
Isaac Day and his posse arrived in sight of the 
Miniard party, about 80 yaras trom Napier’s 
house, Day commanded the latter to throw 
down their arms and surrender. 

Instantly fire was opened by some of the par- 
ty,and the battle began on each side. Day's 
party ensconced themselves behind a milirace. 
The Miniard men screened themselves by the 
trees of a young appleorchard. Soon Jacob 
Burkhart feli shot through the thigh. A ball 
glanced the forehead of Silas Boggs, its course 
being traced by a black mark, and a ball crashed 
through the forehead of Solomon Burkhart, Jr., 
and he died upon the spot. All three were mem- 
bers of the attacking party. Each party then 
by common consent slowly retreated in different 
directions from the sanguinary fleld. The Min- 
iards proceeded immediately to Harlan Court 
House and surrendered themselves to Deputy 
Sheriff H. B. Howard. The floods have virtually 
shut this point off from the world and it is not 
known what has been done since this first battle. 


MR. SHERWOOD MUST PAY. 


HIS WIFE AND CHILDREN ENTITLED TO SUP- 
PORT BY HIM. 

Boston, April 12.—The wife of William 
H. Sherwood, the well known pianist and teach- 
er of music, filed a petition in the Probate Court, 
through her counsel to-day, praying the court 
to enforce the payment of money by her hus- 
band for the support of herself and children, as 
provided forin.a decree issued in November 
last. The two have lived apart some time, and 
this decree was in consequence of a petition on 
behalf of the wife. The petitioner asked for the 
attachment of property, supposed to be owned 
by Mr. Sherwood, which was in the custody of 
the Boylston National Bank and the Miller 
Piano Company. The court ordered notice 
served on Mr. Sherwood, and writs were 
served on the bank and piano company, 
The latter replied in its answer that it had in its 
possession but $15 belonging to Mr. Sherwood, 
and had owed him $1,000 on promissory notes 
which he had satisfied them had been so!d to 
other parties. The Boylston Bank replied that 
it had onty $21 20 on deposit. 

Judge McKim then decreed that Sherwood 
should pay his wife monthly $166 66, and should 
also pay, seven days before due, the premiums 
ontwo policies of insurance on his life for the 
benefit of his children, each for $10,000. These 
policies were issued by the Connecticut Mutual 
Company and the Mutual Life Insurance Com- 
pany of New-York. The children in interest 
are Elsea F. Sherwood, May F., and Grace L., 
aged 10, 7, and 6 years, eet: For a time 
Mr. Sherwood paid on time, but in February it 
is alleged he defaulted all above $80, and in 
March and the present month paid nothing. 
Mrs. Sherwood 1s now said to be in New-York. 





SEVENTY-SIX APACHE PRISONERS. 

New-Or.EANS, April 12.—About 5,000 
people gathered at the Morgan ferry landing 
this morning to see the 76 Apache Indians arrive. 
This band was captured in the Sierra Madre and 
are part of the band of Geronimo. The Indians 
were guarded by Company K of the Eighth In- 
fantry, consisting of 30 men and 8 officers, 
Lieut. J. R. Richards, of the Fourth Cavalry, 
commanding. The first to alight was the no- 
torious chief Chihuahua, who has raised many a 
a white man’s scaip. He got off, followed by his 
two wives aud a number of pappooses, one of 
whom was strapped tothe back of its mother. 
Chihuahua’s costume consisted of a shirt anda 
breech clout, the legs being perfectly bare. 
His face was painted red and yellow, 
and he wore a cartridge belt, to which 
hung an empty bowie-knife scabbard. The 
bucks, 16 in number, stepped from one train to 
the other and gazed at the crowd, while the 
women removed the baggage. Nearly all of the 
bucks were without pantaloons, and only wore 
shirts. The squaws were dressed in calico and 
wore mocasins. One young squaw, about 20 
years of age, carried in herarms a baby seven 
days old, which was born the day before the 
party left Fort Carlos. She had not even taken 
to her bed, and was as lively and did as much 
work asany of the other women. They travel 
leisurely op a special train chartered by the Gov- 
ernment. The Indians do their own cooking 
alongside the track, the train waiting for the 
purpose. Their destination is Fort Marion at St. 
Augustine. 

Tne most conspicuous Indian in the party was 
Chief Nana, now over 80 years old, but still fresh 
from the warpath. He bears the distinction of 
ig slain more human beings than any man 

ving.

THE SUSPECTED ALDERMEN 


BRIBE TAKERS AND GIVERS LET: 
ALONE FOR A DAY. 
MR. WAITE’S LONG VISIT TO THE DISTRICT 
ATTORNEY'S OFFICE—BAIL FOUND FOR 
MR. MILLER, 


The promises of Sunday that*there was 
to bea big haul of bribe-takers and bribe-givers 
yesterday were not fulfilled, and the District 
Attorney’s office was rufiied only by the appear- 
ance of ex-Aldermen Miller and Waite, Miller 
and Waite did not enter ut the same time, and 
were not thrown into each other’s society while 
in the General Sessions building. Waite, who 
still finds a home in the comfortable quarters 
occupied up town by Assistant District Attor- 
ney De Lancey Nicoll, came down town with 
the bandsome young pubiic prosecutor and took 
a seat in his private room inthe District Atior- 
ney’s section of the brownstone building. Waite 
did not look like a man who was seeking any- 
body’s society. but rather like one who wished 
to be alone. He sat all day in Mr. Nicoll’s of: 
fice, and they talked very earnestly together, 
The Thompsonian-shaped ex-Alderman was not 
called before the Grand Jury. 

Miller was an early riser at Police Headquar- 
ters, and seemed thankful when the time ar- 
rived for his trip with Inspector Byrnes to the 
District Attorney’s Office. The ex-Alderman 
had evidently enjoyed the climate of F'lcrida, ag 
his general appearance was undoubtedly much 
improved by his stay there. His face and handg 
were sunburned and he was apparently robust 
and hearty. His black hair had been neatiy 
combed. His black beard was parted in the 


middle and his mustache was gracefully turned 
up at the ends. He wore a heavy overcoat 
over a dark suit, and carried a derby bat 
and a cane when he was invited into the room 
once occupied by ex-Assistant District At- 
torney Parris. This was the room adjoin- 
ing the one at that time occupied by ex-Alder- 
man Waite, anda thin partition separated the 
ex-Aldermen. Miller’s tamily were ttere to 
—— him, and his two brothers, Joseph E. and 
ames B., and his widowed sister, Mrs. Adeline 
Woods, were also there. The ex-Alderman was 
looked upon by them asa persecuted man. All 
were in mourning for the mother who died just 
before the ex-Alderman bied himself to Florida. 
He assured his relatives that he was innocent of 
any crime, and they evidently believed what he 
said. lt was noticeable that he was the most 
cheerful of the party. He was much gratified 
when he learned that sufficient bail was in readix 
ness to set him free trom the clutches of the offi< 
cers. His sister, Mrs. Woods, lives at No 
808 Gates-avenue, Brookiyn, and own 
the house in which she lives. Shd@ 
also has a one-fourth interest in the 
property at No. 264 and’ No. 304 Bleecker- 
street, in this city. She was accepted by Dis- 
trict Attorney Martine as one of the sureties. 
Joseph E. Miller, a brother, who livesat No. 48 
Bank-street and who isa dealer in boots and 
shoes at No. 304 Bleecker-street, owns a one- 
fourth interest in the property at No. 264 and 
No. 304 Bleecker-street, and he was accepted a 
asurety. Another brother, James B. Miller,wh 
lives at No. 244 West Fourth-street, and who is 
in the boot and shoe business at No. 264 Bleeck- 
er-street, owns & One-fourth interest in the prop- 
erty at No. 26¢4and No. 304 Bleeoker-street, wag 
also accepted as a surety. The three suretie 
ustified in $58,000, the amount of bail require 
ing $25,000, 

After the bonds had been drawn the pro< 
cession started for Recorder Smyth’s court 
room, and when it arrived there th¢ 
Grand Jurors had just entered and tha 
foreman was passing to the Recorder 4 
bundle of indictments. The Milier family 
ranged themselves in a line by the railing at the 
right of the bench, and the ex-Alderman smiled 
as he saw the jury box occupied by newspaper 
reporters, e yturnedg to Detective Philip 
Reilly and said: “Phil, I think I'll turn my 
back to those reporters. They wili draw 
my picture if they can,” and the de 
tective very sensibly replied: “Better let 
them do _ it. They certainly ought to 
do better than the artists who drew those of you 
which the newspapers have published during 
the past few days.” Then the ex-Alderman 
faced the reporters again and said to the detect« 
ive: * You’re right about that, Phil. Ill give 
them a chance.” Recorder Smyth directed the 
Grand Jury to adjourn for lunch, and then 
gianced over the indictments and smiied. Clerk 
Hall said to tne reporters: **There is no indict- 
ment here against Miller,” and there was none. 
Then the sureties were sworn, and the Revorder 
accepted the bail. The ex-Alderman smiled his 
thanks, and with his family, brotbers, and sister 
retired from the court room and started for big 
home inthe Ninth Ward. 

It was whispered about the building that he 
had had an interview with Waite in the District 
Attorney’s office, and that,after seeing how 
safely Wuite had fixed things for himself, had 
agreed to become a witnesss for the State. The 
fact is, Miller did not see Waite at all. As for 
his becoming a witness for the State, he hag 
probably not yet been accommodated in that 
way. District Attorney Martine said toa Timxus 
reporter that it had not been suggested to him 
that Miller would become his witness, Miller 
himself said to the reporter that he had been 
advised by his counsel, ex-Recorder James M. 
Smith, not to talk with anybody excepting him 
concerning the case, and the ex-Aldermag 
thought he coulda afford to follow his lawyer’s 
advice. The complaint against Miller was made 
by the District Attorney, and bail was taken 
upon the Recorder’s warrant. It is thought 
likely that the Grand Jury will to-day fina aa 
indictment ajrainst Miller. 

The District Attorney has given up all hope¢ 
of seeing Alderman De Lacy return voluntarily 
to this city, and others about the General Ses< 
sions building are of the opinion that De Lacy 
will never return at all. A great deal has beeq 
written and saia about De Lacy’s grief over the 
manner in which his children were treated by 
his neighbors’ children. It was said that the Al 
derman’s little ones were taunted by their play. 
mates with, “ Your father stole a raiiroad;” 
* Your father isa thief,” and similar remarks, 
andjthat the front stoop of his residence was cov 
ered With uncomplimentary messages writter 
with chalk. De Lacy said that these indignities 
heaped upon him and his children made bis lif¢ 
a burden and caused his little ones to hang thei! 
littie heads in shame. Such stories as these 
aroused much sympathy with him among thos¢ 
who did not know the facts. De Lacy has only 
one “ child" and he is 19 years of age. 

A rumor was current on Sunday that Inspect« 
or Byrnes had information from trustworthy 
sources that Alderman Jaehne intends ta 
leave the country, and that he will not bein 
attendance when his case is cailed for trial ia 
the Court of Oyer and Terminer. JaecDne wag 
about-the city yesterday as usual, and said that 
he had no notion of fleeing. He intended to re« 
main here, and felt satisfied that no jury would 
pronounce him guilty. His old friend, William 
Harney, who keeps the café in Varick« 
street, where Jaehne has found muck 
solid comfort, said that it was all non. 
sense for any one to say that Jaehne 
wouldrun away. On Saturday right Jaehne 
and the Assemblyman of the district, John Bren< 
pan, strolled through the district, as is their cus. 
tom every Saturday night, and everywhere 
Jaehne was heartily welcomed. Major ‘thomas 
Bogan, formerly the Assemblyman from thé 
district, said that he visited Jaehne at his home 
on Sunday night, and found the Alderman play: 
ing whist with his family. Both Mr. Harney ané 
Major Bogan were highly indignant over the ru- 
morsthat Jaehne is thinking of flizht. Ex-Al- 
dermen Kirk and Pearson were as calm and 
pleasunt as a beautiful May morning. 

Aiderman Thomas Cleary, the wealthy janitor 
of the Equitable Life Insurance Building, and 
the representative of the Battery district in the 
Board of Aldermen, was said not to beso calm 
and pleasant. He was one of the 1884 Aldermen, 
and he told the Senate investigating committee 
that much of his wealth could be accounted for 
from the fact that he had been very lucky io 
betting on horse races. A little bird, so the 
story goes, told him yes’erday that the Grand 
Jury was about to indict him, and he suddenly 
became fond of reading railroad time tables. It 
is more than likely that either Cleary or some ot 
the other so-called boodle Aldermen wiil find it 
necessary to look for bail to-day. é 

District Attorney Martine ana Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Fitzgerald went to Police Head- 
quarters last evening and went away in a few 
minutes, after conferring with Inspector Byrnes, 
The latter soon went away, to return in 
an hour. Many detectives went and came, 
and there appeared to be foundation 
for arumorthat another arrest in the bribery 
matter was to be or had been made. Inspector 
Byrnes,’ however, declared that no arrest had 
been made, and that he did not expect to make 
any during the night. He deciined to say why 
he was visited by the District Attorney or to exe 
plain the’activity of his officers. 





AUDITOR B' OWN’'S SUCCESSOR. 

Des Mornes, Iowa, April 12.—It is posi- 
tively stated and not denied that Dr. J. W. 
Beardsty, Fourth Auditor of the Treasury un< 
der Hayes, Garficld, and Arthur, will displace 
Auditor Brown, whose suspension under the law 
will occur before the Supreme Bar to-morrow, 
Dr. Beardsly is an Obio man, but came to Iowa

WANTS THEM ALL TO WORK 


WILL OF THE ECCENTRIC EX» 
JUDGE ONDERDONE. 

ANY CHILD WHO DISGRACES HIS NAME TO, 
BE DISINHERITED—A PROBABLE FEAST’ 
FOR THE LAWYERS. 

The will of the late Horatio Onderdonk, 
who died recently at Manhasset,-was filed yes- 
terday in the Queens County Surrogate’s office at’ 
Jamaica. The estate is valued at several million 
dollars. The income from $90,000 is bequeathed 
to Miss Sarah Onderdonk, and at her death the 
income is to go to Miss Catherine E, Onderdonk. 
Op her death the principal is to be divided 
among her issue, but if there are nochildren the 
principal isto goto the testator’s blooa rela- 
tives. Josephine D. Skillman, another daugh- 
ter, receives the income from $90,000, which at 
her death goes to her daughter, Elizabeth Skill- 
man. George O. Linkletter and Elizabeth C, On- 
derdonk will also each receive the income from 
$90,000. 

Mr. Onderdonk was married twice and his chil- 
dren by the first marriage have the preference 
in the will. Butsmall provision is made for the 
children by the second marriage. John Onder- 


donk, one of the sons, is left nothing because of 
“his insolent, defiant, calumnious, and inhuman 
conduct.” Francis Onderdonk, another son, is 
to have the use of $30,000 on condition that he 
Bball engage and continue in the legal profession. 
Re is to forfeit the benefit of the income if he 
ever allows it to become incumbered,if he marries 
under the age of 28 years, if he uses liquor or to- 
bacco, or visits race tracks or gambies. If he 
violates any of these conditions the income is to 
be paid to bis children, provided hs has any 
issue. Each child who signs a document express- 
ing satisfaction with the will 10 days be- 
fore the return of the citation to attend the 
probate of the willis to receive a gift of $500. 
Andrew Joseph Onderdonk. who is named as 
Executor, is pequeathed $100,000. 

Tbe testator refers to the extravagance of his 
second wife, who died some years ago, and says 
that a vast sum of money was lost in an una- 
vailing effort to give his children collegiate edu- 
cations and fit them for the legal profession. 
The tesgator expresses a fear that his estate 
would be squandered if given tothem absolutely. 
The sum of $1.00 is bequeathed to each of the 
grandchildren. The Retormed church at Man- 
hasset is to receive $2,000, provided certain horse 
sheds are removed, which now depreciate the 
value of the Onderdonk estate. St. Peter’s Hos- 
pital, in Brooklyn, receives the income of $1,000, 
but the Executor bas the power to give the in- 
come, at his discretion, to any other hospital 
that dees not pay salaries. 

Certain valuable historical papers are given to 
the New-York Genealogical Society, and an an- 
tique sugar bowl, several hundred years old, to 
the Long Island Historical Society. The testa- 
tor bequeaths all his land in Queens County to 
his unmarried daughters, Sarah and Catherine. 
The residue of the estate is divided equally 
among the six children, Sarah, Maria, Josephine, 
Catherine, George O., and Andrew. “As An- 
drew,” the testator says, ** married an estimable 
Brooklyn lady of large wealth, and they have 
no children, the money bequeathed to him must 
goto his blood relations finally,and Andrew 
must signa paper binding himself to comply 
with this condition before he can inherit.” 

Should any maie member of the family cease 
to work he isto be deprived of his inheritance, 
and should any child or grandchild bring dis- 
grace upon the Onderdonk name he or she is to 
forfeit every interest in the estate. The testator 
says he intended to give a large sum to the town 
of North Hempstead, but changed his mind be- 
cause his services to the town were not appre- 
ciated. It is generally believed the will of the 
eccentric ex-Judge will be contested. 


SCHOOLBOYS ON STRIKE. 





CHILDREN IN BROOKLYN AND TROY EMU- 


LATING THEIR ELDERS. 

There was great excitement yesterday 
in that part of Greenpoint near Public School 
No. 84 in Norman-avenue. About 100 of the 
boys belonging to the school were out on strike. 
A half-hour recess every afternoon and a half- 
holiday on Friday were what they demanded, 
and they declared they would never enter their 
classrooms again until the matter was settled to 
their satisfaction. A dozen or more unruly boys 
who had been expelled or suspended from the 
school were the instigators of the whole plot. For 
some time meetings had been held under their 
leadership in a neighboring candy store, and 
finally nearly all the boys in the school were 
brought to a realizing sense of their wrongs. 
Yesterday was the day set for the fight to begin, 
and when it was time for the morning session to 
open the 100 determined youngsters not only re- 
fu-ed to enter the building themselves, but even 
prevented the boys who wanted to go to school 
from entering, 

When the janitor came out to expostulate he 
was dared to “come on,” and the little army 
made active preparations for his reception, but 
discretion saved him. 

But the boys had forgotten their fathers and 
mothers. They appeared on the scene, and there 
was consternation. One matron captured her 
striking offspring and led him by the ear into 
the presence of Mr. Moore, the Principal, who at 
once executed summary justice. Other parents 
dealt with their children themselves, and the 
backbone of the strike wassoon broken. The 
presence of two officers in the crowd also had a 
wholesome effect. The most brilliant manceuvre 
on the part of officers and parents was the capt- 
ure of the most hardened striker of the lot. 
He was taken before the Principal, and on being 
offered the alternative between going to his 
classroom or the station house he succumbed, 
and was soon treading .the path of knowledge 
once more. 


Troy, N. Y., April12.—The boys attend- 
ing the Eleventh Ward public school this morn- 
ing presented a petition to the teachers asking 
that but one session of school be held each day 
hereafter, and that the hours be from 8 in the 
morning untilnoon. The teachers paid no heed 
toithe petition. The leaders among the boys 
then declared astrike. About one-fourth of the 
pupils attended school. The others, numbering 
about 200, gathered about the schodl building 
indulging in threats against those who went in, 
and creating so great a disturbance that the re- 
serve police force for the First Precinct was sent 
for. The police remained on duty until the 
closing of the school, and saw the “scabs,” as 
the boys that attended school were called, to 
their homes: The ages of the strikers range 
from 5 to 14 years.

HELPING TO OBTAIN HOME RULE, 
The organizers of the Irish Parliament- 
ary fund intend to start a permanent fund, 
which will be continued until Ireland secures an 
independent Legislature. The subject will be 
discussed at the meeting of the Executive Com- 


mittee on Saturday, when, it is expected, Mr. 
Eugene Kelly, who has been absent from the 
city for some time, will be present. 

Distinct from Mr. Kelly’s organization, but 
working for the same object, is the Irish Parlia- 
mentary Aid Association, which has been re- 
cently organized in Columbus, Ohio. This asso- 
ciation will be national in its character. Every 
town and district in America will be 
represented. The movement is not de- 
signed to conflict with the work of the Na- 
tional League. The specific object of the new 
association is to guarantee Parnell at least 
$250,000 a year for the support of Irish members 
until home rule is secured, The first public 
meeting was held a few nights ago in Columbus, 
and by the time it had adjourned 1,000 people 
had written down their names as yearly sub- 
scribers. Similar meetings will be held in New- 
York and other principal cities. The editor of 
the Catholic Columbian sent this cablegram to 
Mr. Parnell: “Do you approve of the Irish 
Parliamentary Aid Association?” Mr. Parnell 
answered: “Yes.” Among the names recently 
added to the roll of the new association are 
those of J. B. Foraker, Governor of Ohio; the 
Right Rev. Jonn A. Watterson, Catholic Bishop 
of Columbus; George L. Converse, ex-member 
of Congress; Charles C. Walcutt, Mayor of Co- 
\umbus, and E. P. Evans, Common Pleas Judge. 





DYING FROM HIS WOUNDS. 

John Zorambiski, the Polish laborer who 
was brutally assaulted and stabbed by two fel- 
low-countrymen, John and Frank Matzkotoctzh, 
brothers, Saturday night in Winfield, Long Isl- 
and, died from his wounds yesterday, Coroner 
O’Connell, of Newtown, will hold an inquest. 
Frank Matzkotoctzh, one of the murderers, was 
arrested Sunday morning. As the Grand Jury 
of Queens gene 4 are now in session in Long 
Island City, an effort will be made to have the 
brothers indicted for murderthis week, The 
police have not yet obtained any clue tothe 
whereabouts of John Matzkotoctzh, who es- 
ezapved from the village immediately after the 
stabbing, but he 1s supposed to be in hiding in 
New-York or Brooklyn. Tae crime seems to 
have been the result of an old grudge which 
bad existed between Zorambiski and the two 
brothers, and which was reopened while all were 
under the influence of drink. The men, who 
were all Jaborerson the Long Isiand Railroad, 
were paid off Saturday morning, and on reach- 
ing their homes they spent the evening In drink- 
ing, their carouse ending in the quarrel. 





AW INDICTMENT DISMISSED. 
NEweEovrG, N. Y., April 12.—The indict- 
ment for embezzlement against James Harvey 
Goodale, ex-Superintendent of the Poor of 
Orange County, was dismissed by Judge Brown 
to-day at the Circuit of the Supreme Court in 
this city. When dismissing the indictment the 
court took the opportunity of stating the belief 
that the prosecution, the Board of Supervisors, 
had not at any time intended to press the case to 
atrial. Mr. Goodale was indicted in April, 1883, 
and since that time, under yarious pretexts, the 
jaintiffs have avoided bringing the case to 
The suit against the ex-Superintendent 
was for $30,000, and there was a suit also against 
his bondsmen for $60,000.

EXPELLED FROM THE CHUROH. 


—_—— ; 
THREE: .MEMBERS: OF THE'TRINISY BAPRIST 
CONGREGATION THROWN OUT. 

The trouble that has:been the skeleton 
in the closet of the Trinity Baptist-Church,:in 
Brooklyn, for the .past few years culminated’ 
last evening in the-exchange: of ungentle words’ 
and the.expulsion of ‘three-of the church's most 
prominent_members. The original trouble be- 
‘gan when Pastor Cox, the former minister, re- 
signed, and is-already ancient history, The bit- 
terness which it engendered had remained, how- 
ever, until last evening, when it was forcibly 
pulled up by the roots. 

It is probable that the old trouble would be 


left to smolder for some time to come had not 
George 8S. Mason, who is knownasthe ‘*six- 
foot-two pillar of the church,” owing to his size 
and prominence in church matters, received an 
anonymous letter three weeks ago accusing him 
of tryirg to run the church to suit his own no- 
tions of ecclesiastical government, Mr. Mason, 
who has thereputation of always trying to act 
for the best interests of the church, naturally re- 
sented this and lost no time in seeking for the 
writer of the letter. It took him a week to 
make up his mind, and a week ago last Sunday 
afternoon his son met young George Ayres in 
front of the church Tol accused him of writing 
the letter. Ayres denied it, and in the 
struggle that followed between the two 
ycung men Mason gota sound beating. In 
the evening of thesame day the elder Mason, 
filled with righteous indignation, attacked 
young Ayres in front of the church. Seven 
young men were standing near to see the tun. 
Mason grasped Ayres by the throat, but before 
he could bring his great strength into action a 
friend of Ayres leaped upon his back. He let 
go of Ayres and turned his attention to the 
young man who was crawling up his spine. 
While he was thus engaged Ayres seized him and 
snoneiae in rolling him into the mud in the gut- 
er. 

The church took official notice of the occur- 
rence, and, instead of putting the two Masons 
and Ayreg on trial for breaking the rules of the 
organization, accused Charles Christmas and A. 
W. Maine of retailing the circumstances of the 
affair to a curious public. Christmas and Maine 
were in addition formally charged with having 
endeavored to breed contention in the church; 
with being “chronic kickers”’—to use the fluent 
English of the charge—and with endeavoring to 
run the church according to their own iaeas. 
The charges were served in due form, and Christ- 
mas and Maine were summoned to appear at last 
evening's church meeting to show cause why 
they should not be expelled, 

Whenthe hour for the meeting arrived, the 
church, which stands on Greene-avenue, near 
Patchen-avenue, was crowded with people, but 
the deacons and ushers industriously and ener- 
getically weeded out the strangers, leaving near- 
ly 100 members, both men and women, to try the 
offenders. The Pastor, the Rey. 8. Gifford Nel- 
son, was chosen Moderator. One of the first 
things that he did after opening the meeting 
and reading the charges, was to read 
letters from Christmas and Maine, deny- 
ing the authority of the congregation to 
dismiss members in good standing upon such 
vague charges as the ones presented. Neither 
Christmas nor Maine was present, but Christ- 
mas’s son was, and he let the congregation know 
it before the meeting closed. Moderator Nelson 
asked if any one had anything to say upon the 
subject of the disgraceful and disorderly acts of 
violence that had been enacted in front of the 
church or upon the charges against Brother 
Christmas and Brother Maine. ‘Trustee jie be 
vesant cleared his throat sonorously, rose slowly 
in his pew, and said that he had something 
to say ubout both. He began mildly. He re- 
viewed the work of the church, drew a graphic 
picture of the growing dissensions among the 
members, and closed with a strong denunciation 
of the two disgraceful fights in front of the 
church. He urged that George Ayres, Charles 
Christmas, and A. W. Maine be _ expelled. 
Trustee Ray followed in the same strain, declar- 
ing by way of recapitulation that the existence 
of the church depended upon _ the complete up- 
rooting ot the trouble. Trustee Frederick 
Wheeler, after speaking of the dissensions in the 
church, described the Sunday evening fight, 
which he claimed to have seen. 

**Mr. Moderator!’ said young Christmas, 
jumping to his feet in the rear of the church, 
“that isn’t so! Mr. Wheeler didn’t see that 
fight. There were only two members of the 
church that saw that fight,and I was one of 
them. 

Trustee Wheeler sank back into his seat with- 
out a word. Trustee Stuyvesant, however, 
turned in his seat and glared fiercely at the dar- 
ing young Christmas. 

“Shut up!” said he, in a savage tone of voice; 
“you are too fresh |” 

Christmas would not sit still and hear his 
father maligned however, but spoke earnestly 
in nis defense. Trustee Stuyvesant got angry, 
and rose to his feet. 

“You shut up!” he again said to young 
Christmas; “I want to explain this thing.” 

A general discussion then followed on the 
question of expelling the allezed offenders, and 
much bitterness of spirit was shown in the 
speeches. The offenders seemed to have 
friends. Christmas and Maine were said 
to be the leaders of the old  oppo- 
sition that was persistently seeking to over- 
throw the church. Just what their connection 
was with the two fights in front of the church 
on the same Sunday did not appear. The de- 
bate lasted until 10 o’clock, when a yote on the 
question of dismissing the offenders was taken. 
The case of George Ayres was voted upon first. 
For dismissal there were 59 votes cast, and for 
retention only 16. Charles Christmas and A. W. 
Maine were tied in a bunch and dismissed by a 
vote of 57 to 10. All the members were then 
pledged to secrecy concerning the discussion 
and its result, and the meeting was closed.

DR. A. M. SHEW, 

Dn.A..M. Shew, Superintendent..of the: 
Connecticut Hospital for the Insane at Middle< 
town, was stricken with apoplexyat:2:o’clock 
yesterday'morning-and.died atnoon. His health 
had not been.good.for several years, and much, 
of the'time he had been absent from his duties, 
making occasional‘visits.toKurope and to Cali- 
fornia and Florida. He was born.in Jefferson 
County, N. Y., Sept. 18, 1841. He moved to 
Watertown, N. Y¥., where he received 
his academic education at the Jefferson 
County Institute. In 1862 he accepted the 
office of assistant physician in the 


New-York Asylum for Insane Convicts, at 
Auburn, after which he went to Philadelphia 
and graduated at the Jefferson Medical College. 
Later he became Assistant Surgeon of United 
Stutes Volunteers, and then was assigned to duty 
as a Post Surgeon in South Carolina. Six months 
afterward he was ordered to Beaufort and given 
full charge of the post hospital, which position 
he held until the close of the war. In the Spring 
of 1866 he was appointed assistant physician of 
the New-Jersey State Lunatic Asylum at Tren- 
ton, and remained there until the following 
September, when he was appointed to superin- 
tend the construction and organization of the 
Middletown Hospital. He entered upon the per- 
formance of his duties on the 15th of October in 
the same year. 

Dr. Shew was married Jan. 27, 1869, to Eliza- 
beth Palmer, daughter of the Hon. Lewis 
Palmer, of Watertown, N. Y. She died Jun. 19, 
1874. On the 12th of June, 1878, he married a 
daughter of A. L. Bradley, of Auburn, N. Y., 
who died in 1879. In November, 1884, he mar- 
ried Miss Clara Brown, of Staten Island, who 
survives him. Two children, a son and daughter 
by the first wife, are alsoliving. His life was in- 
sured for $5,000 each in the New-York Life and 
Harttord Life and Annuity Companies, and 
$3,000 in the Mutual Benefit of Newark. e 
carried also an accident policy of $5, in the 
United States Mutual Accident Association of 
New-York.

BLACKMAILING SALOON KEEPERS.

SERIOUS CHARGES AGAINST A LAW AND-OR-: 
DER SOCIETY. 

Porrsv1Ltz, Penn., April 12:—The Law 
and Order Society of Mahanoy City has for two 
years been actively fighting the liquor places of 
that town, and their success at this term of 
court has been the rule. The court to-day re- 
fused 16 licenses and granted only 5 for that 
place. Several days ago an attorney shocked the 
court by declaring that the society was actuated 
by very malignant motives. This charge has 
been made true by testimony taken to-day 
before a Court Commissioner, John Powell, 


one of the active workers, proved that money 
had been received from several liquof sgell- 
ers and saioon keepers, while the records show 
that no exceptions were filed against these peo- 

le and no effort was made to prevent them 
rom getting licenses. In one case Powell said 
that while he was working in the garden some 
one unknown to him threwan envelope con- 
taining a five-dollar gold piece across the fence. 
Harry Stride, a saloonikeeper, previously on the 
Law and Order Society lst, disappeared from it, 
and thereafter Patrick Larkin was prosecuted 
for violating the liquor lawand paid a five-i 
dollar fine, half of which was claimed by the so-: 
ciety. His license was not contested. Julius 
Zimmerman was also prosecuted, but was 
allowed to settle by paying $8 20 
costs and $45 to the Law and Order, 
Society attorney. His case was not contested, 
Edward Shinton, afsaloon keeper, testified very 
reluctantly that he paid Powell $5 in considera- 
tion thatif he should go astray in thesale of 
liquor he should be let off easily. It has also 
transpired that a man named Turner paid $75 to 
have cases settled and the exceptions to his ap-, 
plications withdrawn. A number of cases where 
saloon keepers were solicited to contribute;jto the 
prosecution of others, hints being thrown out 
that they would be untouched themselves, have 
been developed.

A COSTLY STRIKE'FOR THE MEN, 
MR. STRANGE'TO SHUT DOWN BIS.SILK MILL 
UNTIL HE KNOWS WHERE HE STANDS. 

Mr, William Strange has:one of-the larg- 
est and finest silk millsin the United. States on 
Essex, Morton, and Beech streets, Paterson, 
and employs about 1,200 hands. He has always 
been noted for hi3 considerate treatment of his 
operatives. A few days agoa cigarmaker from 
Albany came to the mill and insisted that the 
Superintendent should sign a paper which pro- 
posed to revolutionize the dyeing shop, he 
claiming to have the power to insist upon this 


agreement in behalf of the Knights of Labor. 
As this was not done immediately, the cigar- 
maker wept out. As he passed by the dyehouse 
he snapped nis fingers and every man and boy 
quit work and marched out. Tne men professed 
to be highly indignant at the tyranny of the 
cigarmaker, declaring that they were perfectly 
satisfied with the wanre they received, but said 
that they were compelled, no matter how mucn 
they objected, to obey the order given. 

The matter has excited much popular indig- 
nation in Paterson, and yesterday a delegate 
from the local assembly of the Knights of Labor 
called on Mr. Strange to talk the matter over. 
saying that they were yery sorry for what had 
happened. Mr. Strange asked if they had ex- 
wr the cigarmaker who had actedinsuch a 

igh-handed manner and contrary to the pro- 
fegsions of the Knights that they objected to 
strikes before trying arbitration. They admitted 
that nobody had been censured on that account 
yet. Mr. Strange further stated that already 
this arbitrary course of the silk dyers had re- 
suited, to his personal knowledge, in the di- 
verting of orders from the Paterson silk mills 
which would have kept 1,000 hands busy for the 
next six or eight months. Some of his own 
largest and best customers bad already gone to 
Europe to place their orders where they were 
certain of having them filled promptly and on 

ime,a thing which no Paterson silk manu- 
acturer could promise while his hands submit- 
ted to the dictation of an outside cigarmaker. 

The committee then proposed that he take 
back his striking Gyers and have the matters in 
dispute submitted to arbitration afterward. To 
this Mr. Strange gave an emphatic negative, In 
the first place there was no dispute, so far as he 
knew, and had never been any, between him and 
his dyers. In the second place, men who con- 
fessed, as they did, that they had no grievance, 
yet supmitted to be ordered out by a snap 
of the fingers, could not be trusted, and he 
would not take them back. Further, he pro- 
posed to shut down his mill just as fast as 
the warps now in the looms were finished. 
Whethor he would ever open it egein would de- 
pend on the action of the operatives. He pro- 
posed that the manfacturers and the operatives 
throughout the city appoint a board of arbitra- 
tion—five from each side—to whom all questions 
of difference hereafter arising should be sub- 
mitted, every employer to be protected in the 
right to empioy such men as he chose; each 
ence or millto have a grievance committee to 
decide first upon questions affecting that shop, an 
appeal to lie tothe Board of Arbitration; if the 
latter board cannot agree, it to select outside 
arbitrators; the grievance committees to meet 
not oftener than once a week; the Board of 
Arbitration to meet semi-monthly; no interfer- 
ence to be allowed between employer and em- 
ployed when they are mutually satisfied. 

Mr. Strange is very wealthy and is abundantly 
able to live without resuming werk at his mill, 
but it would be a serious blow to the industries 
of Paterson if he should close it permanently.

WARNING JAY GOULD. 
THE RESULT OF THE WORKINGMEN’S ‘EIGHT- 
HOUR MASS MEETING. 

All the available chairs and every foot 
of standing room in Igving Hall were occupied 
last evening by workingmen assembled to push 
the eight-hour movement. The meeting was 
under the auspices of the Central Labor Union, 
and the audience was composed of apparent- 
ly respectable workingmen, mainly Germans. 
James BE. Quin presided. Henry George said that 
the necessaries of life ought to be got with- 
out men working nearly all of their waking 
time. He exhorted all trade organizations to 
band together and insist on the passage of a law 
prohibiting more than eight hours daily work in 
all factories and places where large numbers of 
men were employed, Such a law, he claimed, 
would be no more unconstitutional than was 
the taxation of imported necessaries of life 
under the name of protection to labor. As a 
means for bringing about a social state in which 
none should work hard and no one should be 
poor Mr. George advanced the proposition that 
land should be made to _ bear all taxes.

TO PROTEOT THE FORESTS. 
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IMPORTANT ‘RULES ADOPTED BY ‘THE FOR-" 


ESTRY COMMISSIONERS. ‘ 

ALBANY, April 12,—The Forestry Com- 
missionera adopted to-day some rules and reg- 
ulations which should be noted by those’persons 
who contemplate camping out in the Adiron- 
dacks this Summer. They are as follows: 

First—All persons having occasion to burn a fallow 
‘or start a fire in any old chopping, wind stash, bush, or 
berry lot, swamp. “ viaie,’’ or'beaver meadow, for the 
Rurppee of clearing or improvement, shall give five 

ays’ notice of such intention to the nearest Fire War- 
den, Forester, or agent of the Forest Commission. He 
shall also give pomae te apy neighbors who may have 
fields or woodlands adjacent and liable to injury at 
least one day previous to the setting of such fires. 
Such fires will be permitted only when the wind is fa- 
vorable, and competent persons must remain on guard 
bey the tire is completely extinguished on the surface 
and in at bas A deh , 

Second—. hunters, ermen, loggers, guides, 
tourists, and others lighting fires in or = thé: forest 
for cooking, warmth, insect smudges, or other pur- 
poses, must clear away all combustible materiat 
from within six feet of the place where the fire is to be 
kindled, and must thoroughly stamp out, drench. or 
otherwise extinguish any such fire upon leaving it 
either temporarily or permanently: and hunters using 
firearms with inflammab!e wadding are hereby cau- 
tioned against allowing fires to start from such causes. 
 Third—Smokers are coutioned in regard to fires 
arising from any carelessness of theirs, and their at- 
tention is culled to the penalty for negligence in caus- 
ing fires. Parents and teachers are Tespect fully re- 

uested to instruct children to avoid lighting fires in 
the forests or exposed places. 

Fourth—Peeling standing trees of their bark for 
covering camps or shanties is hereby prohibited. For 
such purposes the tree must be felled, and all the avail- 
able bark removed therefrom before another tree is 
cutdown. The trees thus felled must be utilized for 
firewood, and such fallen timber as lies in the vicinity 
of the camp must also be used for firewood before any 
green standing timber is cut for that purpose. 

The Commissioners also call attention to cer- 
tain sections of the law which give them their 
authority and which fix the penalty for viola- 
tions. Section 81of chapter 283 of the Laws of 
1885 provides that any person who shall willfully 
or negligently set fire to or assist another to set 
fire to any waste or forest lands belonging to 
the State, or to another person, whereby the said 
forests are injured or endangered, or who suf- 
fers any fire upon his own land toescape or ex- 
tend beyond the limits thereof to the injury 
of the woodlands of another or of the 
State, shall be liable to a fine of not 
less than $50 nor more than $500 or 
toimprisonment of not less than 30 days nor 
more than six months. He shall also be liable in 
an action for all damages that may be caused by 
such fires, such action to be broughtin any 
court of the State haying jurisdiction thereof. 
Section 640 of the Penal Code provides that a per- 
son who willfully cuts down, destroys,or injures 
any wood or timber standing or growing, or 
which has been cut down and ison the lands of 
another or of the people of the State, or cuts 
down, girdles, or otherwise injures a fruit, 
shade, or ornamental tree standing on the lands 
of another or of the people of the State, is pun- 
ishable by imprisonment not exceeding six 
months, or a fine not exceeding $250, or both. 

Section 414 of the Penal Code provides thata 
person who, having been lawfully ordered to re- 
pair to the pe of a fire in the woods and assist 
in extiiguishing it, omits, without lawful ex- 
cuse, to comply with the order, is guilty of a 
misdemeancr and shall forfeit the sum of $50, 
and is liable to fine and imprisonment. Section 
74, Revised Statutes, 1876, Vol. 1.. page 603, pro- 
vides that every person who shall trespass on 
any lands belonging to the people of the State, 
by bneagge J or carrying away timber growing 
thereon, shall forfeit and pay the sum of $25 for 
every tree that shall be cut or carried away by 
him or under his direction. ’ 


POPLAR RIVER INDIANS.

IN SIGHT OF OVERFLOWING 
WAREHOUSES, 

Sn, Paut, Minn., April 12.—The. Pioneer 
Press prints this morning a brief statement from 
Henry R. West, Indian Agent at Fort Peck, de- 
nying the recently published account of the 
condition of things at that point. It also pub- 
lishes another communication from a Poplar 
River correspondent, fully corroborating the 
original statement. The correspondent says: 
“Properly treated, our Indians here are a peace- 
ably disposed set. In their present condition 
they fre so from necessity, being starved into an 
utterly hopeless state. So scantily clad that 
their strength has been frozen from them, and 
the troops at hand to protect the warehouses, 
their lot is nota happy one. There is nocopy of 
the treaty with these Indians‘on file here, under 
which issues are made, so neither the Agent nor 
the Indian can know hisrights. Full rations are 
issued only to workers. There is no work for 
those willing to work, hence but very few re- 
ceive & proper amount of food. The ration 
issued is scarcely sufficient to keep a babe alive, 
much lessaman. Only Saturday last a sauaw 
stabbed her child and then herself, to save both 
from starvation, and both have since died. 

“The Agent will not talk to his Indians or 
explain why he gives them no more to eat. The 
attempt spoken of by your Buford correspond- 
ent to hang him followed a council in which he 
is said to have stood up, and backed by his two 
sons, we}l armed, abused and insulted the Indi- 
ansas no white man had ever done before. 
These two sons are the main cause of all his 
troubles. They are tworough, overgrown boys, 
still in their teens, who bully the Indians and ill 
treat them. A few days ago one of these boys 
armed with a couple of revolvers, and assisted 
by some Indian police, made a raid on a shack 
occupied by a man named Carpenter in the em- 
ploy of the Mission Board. They ransacked 
trunks, boxes and bedding, carrying off bedding, 
tin ware, and clothing under pretense that they 
er a te to the department. ‘’'hesethings were 
locked up in the warehouse for two days, and 
then returned with the exception of some 
blankets belonging to one of the traders. This 
is only a sample of the conduct of the 
boys. It is apitiable sight to go through 
thecamp. Poverty, filtn, sickness, and disease, 
hunger and want show themselves only too 
plainly on all sides. The long rows ot graves, 
not very old, show what has been the past and 
reminds them of what the future has in store. 
Itishard for them to sit quietly by and see 
great storehouses fliled with food for them and 
watch the herd of cattle quietly grazing while 
they, half starved, dare not touch either, for the 
troops are at hand with their Gatling gun to 
compel submission. It has ceased to be a good 
thing; it has becomea meas 4 that these Indi- 
ans should be sent to Standing Rock,where they 
belorg and where they know they will be well 
treated. An expensive agency is supported 
here, which is doing no good, and an expensive 
military post is kept Be to enable the agency, 
under its present administration, to exist, where 
there is no necessity, no use, for either. Hu- 
manity calls for relief.”

A LIVELY SESSION OF THE PAN 
ELECTRIC COMMITTEE. 
MR. VAN BENTHUYSEN HAS A PASSAGE AT 
ARMS WITH MR. RANNEY AND MAKES 
THINGS INTERESTING. > 


WASHINGTON, April 12.—When the telephone 
investigating committee met this morning Watson 
Van Benthuysen, of New-Orleans, President of the 
National Improved Telephone Company, was placed 
upon the stand. He said that his company owned but 
did not use seven of the Rogers telephonic inventions, 
The witness desired to read a prepared statement ex- 
Planatory of the organization of the Pennsylvania 
branch company, and containing other informa- 
tion, but the Republican members of the com- 
mittee objected, 
in the usual form. His acquaintance with Mr. 
Young, he said, dated from the dismissal of the Pitts- 
burg suit. Young had told witness of the passage of 
a law authorizing the institution of Government suits, 
and witness had declared his intention to secure such 
an action. Young, however, had assured him that 
the Attorney-General, being interested in a telephone 
company, would certainly refuse to have anything to 
do with the matter; whereupon witness had lost his 
temper and declared that the Attorney-General had no 
right to interfere with his (witness’s) individual 
rights. There had been an agreement between him- 
self and Young at Memphis, but while there had 
been a few notes taken it had never been formally re- 
duced to writing. Uuder the agreement each agreed 
to furnish evidence and models and divide the ex- 
penses. but were to furnish their own™lawyers, for a 
suit against the Bell Company. Witness had gone to 
Waukesha, Wis., then to Washington, and afterward 
to New-York, where he had received an answer to an 
appli tion he had made to the Attorney-General 
dated July 14. 1885, stating that the matter had been 
referred to the Secretary of the Interior, to whom it 
should have been referred originaily. When witness 
afterward called upon Attorney-General Garland, 
that gentleman courteously, 


refused to him on_ telephonic 
ters, and had b 


Within two days witness had called again with Mr. 
Brierson, an attorney, to secure a promise from.the 
Attorney-General that he would act promptly upon an 
application for suit against the Bell Company if re- 
ferred tothe department through a District Attorney. 
Still the Attorney-General had peromptorily refused 
to touch the matter. Witness had an indistinct im- 
presetna that the Attorney-General was asked if he 

ad any oberon to the withdrawal of witness's 
original application for suit, and that he had replied 
that he had no objection’ Witness had gotten the 
paper from Commissioner Montgomery of the Patent 
Office, but Mr. Garland had never ordered the with- 
drawal of the application, as had been stated. Wit- 
ness desired to withdraw the uppiication after he 
learned that no law bad been passed authorizing suit 
as he had supposed, because he was fearful that it 
would fall into the hands of the same people in the 
Patent Office who had been connected with the issue 
of the Bell patents, who might use the paper to fore- 
stall the witness. He had also been told that there 
were employes in the Patent Office who were acting in 
the interest of the Bell Company. Witness did not be- 
lieve that Young knew anything about the withdrawal 
of the paper. 

The Chairman inquired if it was true that copies of 
the Interior Department proceedings had been printed 
for tne New-Orleans suit with important omissions. 
I'he witness replied with a great deal of heat that 
that was another lie circulated by the Bell Company. 
The Nipher affidavit had been dropped, he said, be- 
cause it stated that Bell’s instrument, as described in 
the specifications, would work, while Prof, Bell him- 
self had failed to get speech through ‘it. ‘The Bell 
Company has circulated the report that it wasa trick 
on the court,” explained the witness. *“ Those who 
circulated it are liars,and they know thatthey are 
1ars. 

The witness had a long controversy with Mr. Ranney 
about the matter, and declared that that gentleman 
was trying to misrepresent his motive in omitting the 
affidavit. Iie objected to the attempts to besmirch 
him by counsel tor other companies. 

‘**What do you mean by that?” inquired Mr. Ranney. 

Witness—I understand that you gre here as the ad- 
vocate of the Bell Company. 

Mr. Ranney (indignantly)\—Who told you that? 
Where did you get it? 

Witness—I have been told that you own stock in the 
Beli Company. 

Mr. Ranney—I will tell youthat I do not own any 
stock in the Bell Company, do not know any officer in 
that company, and have no more connection with it 
than you have. 

Witness (coolly)—If I were not on the stand and 
made such a statement you would say that you did 
not believe me. Now, unless you go under oath | will 
not believe your statement.

UNITED STATES SUPREME COURT. 
DECISIONS RENDERED AND CASES ARGUED 
AT YESTERDAY'S SITTING. 

WASHINGTON, April 12.—The Supreme Court 
of the United States to-day, in case No. 143, The State 
of New Jersey, Robert Given, and others, prosecutors, 
plaintiffs in error, vs. Henry Wright, Collector of 
Taxes in Township of Shamong, Burlington County, in 
error to the Supreme Court of New Jersey, affirmed 
the judgment of the lower court, holding that the lands 


within the limits of the Indian reservation were not 
exempt from taxation. Justice Bradley delivered the 
opinion. 

No, 154—Samuel H. Emerson vs. N. M. Senter and 
N. T. Wilkins.—In errorto the Circuit Court for the 
Fastern District of Arkansas.—The Supreme Court 
reversed the judgment of the lower court and hoids 
that a sole surviving partner of an insolvent firm can 
make an assignment of the tirm’s assets tor the bene- 
fit of its creditors, with preference togsome of them.

MURDERED BY HER HUSBAND, 


AN UNHAPPY MARRIAGE WHICH ENDS IN A 
TRAGEDY. 

MAHANOY City, Penn., April 12.—The 
day after last Christmas Jeremiah Brown ap- 
peared at the Register’s office in Pottsville in 
company with Mrs. Sabra E. Bingham, They 
asked for a marriage license and it was granted. 
The same day, as the records show, they were 
married By the Rev. Thomas Eva, the Primitive 
Methodist preacher at St- Clair. Onthe day the 
license was issued Brown gave his age as 45 
years. His wife had seen 40 years. The union 
thus formed was not destined to be a happy one. 


Mrs. Brown had had two or three husbands be« 
foreshe married Jeremiah. He was ot English 
birth, a painter by occupation, and given some- 
what to drink. Before two months of wedded 
bliss he appeared before a Justice of Mahanoy 
City and inquired into the forms of procur- 
ing a divorce. He said he was not satisfied 
with hisspouse. The Squire enlightened him. 
Jeremiah listened patiently to the end and then 
turning on his hee! walked out with the remark 
that he knew a shorter way than that. On March 
5 Mrs. Brown appeared before Squire Ketner 
and entered a vrosecution against ber husband 
for assault and battery. Jeremiah was sent to 
jail in default of $500 bail. He remained locked 
up fourdays when Mrs. Brown, having repent- 
ed, paid the costs and procured a settlement, and 
Brown was discharged. This was the last ap- 
pearance of the couple in public until to-day, 
when a shocking sensation brings them again 
into prominence. Mrs. Brown was engaged 
in buttoning her shoes with one foot on a 
chair, when her husband came up behind her 
and emptied one chamber of a 38-calibre bulldog 
revolver into her left ear. She fell at his feet 
mnortally wounded. Brown then walked out 
into the back yard of the house. The report of 
the pistol aroused the neighborhood, and sev- 
eral persons entered the house. They found 
Brown making no effort to get away, but walk- 
ing up and down the yard. They took him 
into the house and gave their attention 
to the woman. While one cared for her 
and another went for a physician Brown 
sat coolly by. Suddenly, while his custodians 
had their attention drawn from him, he drew his 
revolver again and fired a shot into his right 
cheek and fell to the floor. The startied people 
were shocked beyond measure. Deputy Coroner 
Jones was sent for and assumed charge of the 
case. Mrs. Brown died to-night. Tne husband 
was sent to Pottsville to jail. The wound in his 
cheek was probed four inches in an upward di- 
rection and the ball was not found. It is be- 
lieved he will die.

Mr. SHERMAN has introduced in the 
Senate an amendment to the Arbitration 
bill lately passed by the House. Its pur- 
pose, in general terms, is to provide for 
BA permanent investigating commission for 
Jabor troubles. Theduty of the commis- 
sion is defined, or is not defined, in the 
following words: ‘‘To take into consid- 
eration and to thoroughly investigate all 
the various controversies that have arisen 
or are likely to arise between the-employ- 
ers and the employed, whether they 
[Who?] be corporations or associations, 
or private individuals, and whether en- 
gaged in transportation, manufacturing, , 
mining, or other industrial interests in 
the United States, so far as they 
[what?] relate to such controversies be- 
tween rival and competing companies, or 
between transportation,. manufacturing, 
pnd mining companies and their em- 
ployés.” “These be wild and whirling 
words.” So far as they have-any mean- 
‘ing they authorize investigations into 
every dispute between employers and 
their men from the time of the Declara- 
tion of Independence to the present time, 
pnd even into controversies not actual 
but “likely to-arise” foralltime. Apart 
from its utter confusion of statement, 
Mr, SHERMAN’s plan is open to the ob- 
jection that its subject matter is one with 
which Congress could not deal if it were 
as nearly omniscient as to the past, 
present, and future as it is “‘ the duty” of 
his commission to become. 








A similar proposition, though a more 
modest one, was made in the House by 
Mr. Morrison, from the Committee on 
Rules, and was carried without a division, 
though not without vigorous opposition. 
It provides for a committee of seven 
members to ‘‘investigate the causes and 
extent of the disturbed condition now 
existing in the relations between railroad 
corporations engaged in inter-State com- 
‘merce and their employés” in the 
Mississippi Valley. Mr. ReaGayn, of 
Texas, contended that Congress had no 
power to deal with the facts to be in- 
quired into. Mr. MorGav, of Mississippi, 
protested that it was wicked to encourage 
the illusion in the minds of laboring men 
that the House could give them relief. 
But Mr. RaNDALL asserted the interest of 
the Government that ‘‘ peace and order 
prevail instead of discontent.” Mr. His- 
cock asked how many Democrats 
~vould ‘‘ go on record against the 700,000 
men who said they had wrongs to be re- 
dressed and who looked for this assistance 
to Congress.” Mr. REED, of Maine, “ pro- 
tested against the everlasting putting up 
of the Constitution against every proposi-

EAR LIES 2B SMEAR OCT 


The appointment of Mr. Gipson to be a 
member of the Senate Committee on 
Commerce during the ‘‘temporary ab- 
sence” of Mr. Jongs, of Florida, seems to 
be a remarkable proceeding. There are 
thirteen members of the Commerce Com- 
mittee, Mr. JONEs included, and no one 
pretends to say that twelve of them can- 
not do the committee’s work. Moreover, 
no one can say that Mr. Jongs will not 
return to Washington to-morrow and 
take his place in the committee. This ap- 
pointment of Mr. Grsson—acknowledged 
to be a ‘‘temporary” one—would not 
have been thought of if Capt. Eaps had 
not been anxious for a favorabie report 
upon his Ship Railway bill, concerning 
which the committee is equally divided. 
The Captain and his friends desired to break 
the tie, and therefore they have added to. 
the committee a Senator said to be kindly 
disposed to their scheme. Mr. BEcK 
should have explained that Eaps wanted 
one more vote. But a favorable report, 
procured in this way or any other way, 
cannot give this absurd bill a good reputa- 
tion in the country or cause it to become 
a law, although it may give the Senate an 
opportunity to pass it. 








The rules adopted by the Forestry Com- 
mission for the prevention of forest fires 
are given in ournews columns. They are 
s0 obviously prudent and reasonable pre- 
cautions that all good citizens who visit 
the North Woods this Summer-will take a 
pleasure in observing them. As to 
the other kind of citizens, who also 
resort to the woods, nothing but fear 
of punishment will make them refrain 
at the cost of the slightest inconvenience 
to themselves from endangering the trees 
of the whole wilderness, Their guides, 
however, who are especially interested in 
preserving the forests, ought to be able to 
do something toward restraining their 
natural propensities, and every decent 
sportsman should not only observe the 
rules for himself, but report to the proper 
authorities any infringement of them by 
others which may come under his notice. 








It is still uncertain whether the Board 
of Aldermen will at its meeting to-day act 
upon the Mayor’s nominations for Excise 
Commissioners. The alleged reason for 
laying them on the table last week was 
to ascertain whether the persons named 
were proper men for the offices. We do 
not hear that any objection to their 
character and fitness has been dis- 
covered. What the Aldermen have 
heard from the politicians of their 
several factions on ‘the subject does 
not publicly appear. Itis said that two 
Republicans are ready to join with the 
County Democrats to confirm the ap- 
pointments, but in the absence of JAEHNE 
and Dre Lacy that is not enough. No 
Republican member of the board can give 
any valid reason for opposing the appoint- 
ments, and it would be a very decent 
thing for the Aldermen to confirm them 
on the ground, unusual though it may be, 
that the men are well qualified for the of- 
fices and likely to give satisfaction to the 
community. 








The proposal to build a new’ White 
House in Washington is renewed by the 
Senate Committee on Public Buildings. 
The present residence of the President is 
not only inadequate to the demands upon 
it but is unwholesome by reason of its 
situation. It might very well be retained 
for an official residence, to be used not 
only for the business of the Executive 
office, but for the official hospitali- 
ties of the President, while a house 
in another part of Washington is pro- 
vided, in which the President can live 
and secure the privacy which is impossi- 
ble in the White House. This is what is 
done in England, where the Prime Minis- 
ter, who always has a house of his own 
in London, has also an official residence 
in Downing-street. The existing Execu- 
tive Mansion is none too large for the 
official uses of such a building, and can- 
not properly’serve both these and the 
purposes of a private household. 








PARTIES AND THE TARIFF. 


It is generally understood at Washing- 
ton thatthe Tariff Reform:bill, if defeated, 
will be defeated by a combination of 
Democrats with Republicans, and that, 
though there are anumber of Republicans 
who favor the principle of the bill, they 
will be withheld from supporting it by 
the policy of preventing any good legisla- 
tion by the present House. Thissituation 
is very much the same as the reformers 
had to face in the last Congress. There is 
not much reason to suppose that they will 
be any better able to overcome its 
difficulties. The bill of this year is 
better and stronger than the former 
in that it is based on a more log- 
ical principle, and is capable of divis- 
ion, so that if the whole of it cannot be 
carried there are parts that may be 
saved. But the real difficulties which the 
Democratic reformers are unable to avoid 
and apparently unable to cope with lie 
in their own disposition. They are not 
ready to stake everything upon success, 
and until they are it will always be in the 
power of Mr. RanpaLi to balk them. 
They have known for at least two years 
that they could not count on RANDALL 
and his followers) They had to choose 
between keeping them in the party or 
making some substantial measure of tariff 
reform the distinctive Democratic policy. 
They chose the former, and they must 
take the consequences. 

These consequences would, of course, be 
less nearly fatal if the reformers could 
count on any considerable support from 
the Republican side. This they cannot 
count on now. Whether they will get it 
later on and for portions of their measure, 
if not for the whole, depends upon the 
degree to which the negative policy we 
have referred to prevails with the Repub- 
-licans. That is not a patriotic policy. 
We do not believe it is a good partisan 





policy. But it cannot be denied that it

average partisan and of the party leaders 
on both sides. It is difficult to justify 
in reason and common fairness a de- 
termination that the country shall have 
no good legislation save through one 
party. It is far higher and more 
dignified for a Representative in Congress 
to support legislation he believes to be 
wise and beneficial and necessary, no mat- 
ter from what source it may be offered. 
But that is a standard of public action 
which has been rendered very rare and 
old-fashioned by the wretched spoils sys- 
tem which makes the offices the end of 
party action and not the means by which 
the possessors can carry out their ideas. 
There have not been many cases in either 
party during the last twenty years in 
which leading men have been true to their 
ideal of right policy when it has involved a 
chance of party disadvantage or of ad- 
vantage for the opposing party. It is not 
likely that there will be found enough ex- 
amples of this antiquated virtue among 
the Republicans of the House to secure 
the success of any reform measure. 

Yet there never was a question that 
parties had less excuse for treating from 
a purely partisan point of view than this 
of tariff reform. The Republicans are no 
more agreed that the present tariff ought 
to be maintained than the Democrats are 
that it ought to be changed. There is no 
doubt whatever that.the Democratic ma- 
jority and the Republican minority who 
believe that areform is required constitute 
a large majority of the people, and that 
if their views and desires could find 
effect the tariff would be radically re- 
formed within avery short time. What 
prevents this result is the obstinate, cal- 
culating, determined greed of the high 
protectionists. There is nothing partisan 
about them. They are as ready to act 
with one party as with the other. Like 
Mr. Jay GOULD, who was “a Repub- 
lican in one district and a Democrat 
in the next, but an Erie man every 
time,” the high protectionist is ready 
with threats and promises, according to 
circumstances, for either party, as his 
Own purposes may require. His interest 
is direct, definite, controlling, and he 
does not allow sentimentality about party 
to interfere with it. He will elect a 
Democratic protectionist as against a 
Republican revenue reformer, or vice 
versd, every time, as circumstances 
may dictate. It is not easy to organize 
an opposition to him because the interests 
he infringes on are indirect and not in 
any one class very large. But until the 
men who believe in tariff reform are pre- 
pared to adopt the protectionist tactics, 
and in every district where they can hope 
to control the balance of votes to cast 
them for the man, be he Democrat or Re- 
publican, who comes the nearer to their 
ideas, they will see this question remain, 
as itso long has remained, subject to the 
dictation of the men who carry their pol- 
itics in their pocketbooks and vote and 
act accordingly. 








TO IMPROVE THE ALDERMEN. 


Mr. Da.y’s bill providing that the Board 
of Aldermen of this city shall hereafter 
consist of fifteen members, who shall be 
elected on a general ticket, has passed the 
Senate with scarcely any opposition. Un- 
fortunately this does not give assurance 
that it will become a law. Those po- 
litical forces that are wont to work 
against any measure calculated to im- 
prove the municipal administration of 
this city, and to continue the condi- 
tion of things by which the public 
interests are sacrificed that political 
traders and tricksters may prey upon the 
community, will be exerted to defeat it in 
the Assembly. There are many indica- 
tions that these mischievous forces are 
potent in the Assembly this year. There 
has not thus far been any direct test of 
their strength, and this measure will 
present an opportunity for ascertaining it. 

It can safely be said that there will be 
no opposition to the bill except that 
which is instigated by the politicians who 
find an advantage in the low and corrupt 
character of the men who are chosen to 
the Board of Aldermen under the present 
system. There is not a single valid argu- 
ment in favor of maintaining the district 
system. Its known effect is the return of 
a majority-of members who are absolute- 
ly unfit for the exercise of public trusts. 
They are men who make liquor saloons 
their political headquarters and control 
votes in their districts by the most cor- 
rupt and demoralizing methods. They 
are incapable of appreciating the respon- 
sibilities of public office and use their 
power largely for their own profit. 

One of the greatest needs of this city is 
the elevation of the character of the 
Board of Aldermen, and the proposed 
change could not fail to have that effect. 
If candidates were nominated by a gen- 
eral convention, to be voted for ona gen- 
eral ticket, some attention would have to 
be given to the character and standing of 
the men. The pothouse politicians who 
contrive by their energetic efforts to con- 
trol a district convention within their own 
stamping ground could not get their claims 
allowed in a general convention, for the 
reason that they would stand no chance 
of support with the whole city for a 
constituency. The conventions would 
have to put forward a higher grade of 
men, and in the contest of factions the 
necessity of giving strength to the several 
tickets by good men for Aldermen would 
be recognized. Moreover, any citizens’ 
movement that had sufficient strength to 
elect a good non-partisan ticket for munic- 
ipal offices would be able to carry the 
Aldermen with it. Aside from this, con- 
spicuously bad men on any of the tickets 
presented would be pretty sure to be de- 
feated by the adverse vote of those por- 
tions of the city into which their peculiar 
influence did not extend. 

Theve can be no doubt that the one ef- 
‘fect cf this measure, if adopted, would be 
a very material improvement in the char- 
acter of the Aldermen. This might be 
greatly enhanced by a change in the bill 
which can be easily made if the purpose 
and desire of the Legislature is really 
to make such improvement. If the term 
of office were made three years instead of 
one and five members were chosen each 
year, it-would be much easierto bring pub-

as to secure good men, There would also 
be an advantage in a permanent body in 
which a majority was at all times made 
up of men of experience. This amendment 
of the bill could be made and the measure 
adopted without trouble but for the sinis- 
ter influence of those politicians who de- 
sire to maintain all the rottenness and in- 
efficiency which now exist, because they 
can make them serve their own purposes, 
which are as far as possible from the best 
interests of the community. 

It is to be hoped that there is honesty 
and public spirit enough in this Assembly 
to defeat the vile schemes of the political 
combination from this city which hopes 
to prevent any legislation in the interest 
of good government. We are not without 
hope, but the treatment of the bill to take 
from the Aldermen the power to confirm 
Excise Commissioners and Police Justices 
and the favorable consideration given to 
the Bruns bill for concentrating patron- 
age in the hands of the Commissioner of 
Public Works in pursuance of a political 
deal are rather disheartening. The As- 
sembly is sadly in need of a few honest, 
courageous, and energetic men to stand 
together against jobbery and in behalf of 
sound legislation, 








CURIOUS GAS LEGISLATION, 

Corporations like the Consolidated Gas 
Company of this city are able to support 
at Albany representatives that serve them 
faithfully. The millions that have been 
extorted from the people are freely used 
in paying lawyers and others to defeat 
legislation proposed for the benefit of the 
people. But while to-day the Consolidated 
Gas Company has its agents at work in all 
parts of the Capitol, striving to strengthen 
its monopoly, the people who gave this 
company its franchise, and from whom 
this company has taken by extortionate 
charges more than $81,000,000 in benefits 
upon an investment of not more than 
$11,215,800, seem to be powerless. 

If the people of New-York City could 
speak to their so-called representatives at 
Albany and to the associates of these rep- 
resentatives from other parts of the State 
they would, with one voice, demand the 
passage of the bills presented by the Gil- 
bert Gas Committee with that report 
which uncovered the history of the Con- 
solidated Gas Company and its constit- 
uent corporations, But they cannot go to 
Albany. They remain in New-York, 
and the monopoly’s agents have 
the ear of their representatives. Al- 
though all the facts reported by the 
Gilbert committee and the carefully 
framed bills of that committee have 
been before the Legislature for many weeks 
the prediction is made by shrewd observ- 
ers that the end of the session will find the 
consumers of gas in this city even worse 
off than they are now. In short, it is said 
that the Consolidated Company will prob- 
ably succeed in procuring legislation that 
will give to its fictitious capital a legal 
foundation and confirmits power to plun- 
der the people. 

The water should be taken out of the 
so-called capital stock of the Consolidated 
Company, and the price of gas in this city 
should be reduced by law to $1 25, or toa 
rate that will yield no more than 10 per 
cent. dividends upon the money actually 
invested and economically handled. This is 
a sufficient dividend for a business having 
the nature of a monopoly and based upon 
a public franchise freely granted. Good 
gas can be made and delivered here ata 
cost price of 65 cents. It can be profitably 
sold for $1. The price can be reduced 
by legislation directly affecting the exist- 
ing monopoly, or by legislation that will 
insure competition at the proposed low 
rate, We believe that the first plan 
should be adopted, in accordance with the 
recommendations and bills of the Gilbert 
committee. 

Let us see what the-Senate hasdone. It 
has passed two or three gas bills. Was 
the bill that was first passed one of the 
Gilbert committee’s bills? No; it was a 
bill supported by GRapy, SPINOLA, and 
CULLEN, known as the Tammany bill—a 
bill loosely and viciously drawn, empow- 
ering the Standard Company to lay mains 
in every street and avenue and to sell gas 
for $1 50. At first the Senate reduced the 
price to $1 25, but before sending 
the bill to the Assembly there was 
a curious and suggestive change of 
front. After a large majority had voted 
forarate of $1 25 the old rate of $1 50 
was restored by the remarkable vote of 
20 to 4, although at that time there had 
been favorably reported a general bill 
fixing the rate at $1 25, and it was known 
that under this general bill powerful capi- 
talists were ready to begin work. After- 
ward this general bill (Senate No. 135) 
was passed, and other bills—one estab- 
lishing a commission and another re- 
ducing the Consolidated Company’s rate 
to $1 25—were reported favorably in the 
Senate. But the Tammany bill had a 
decided advantage. It was speedily re- 
ported in the Assembly, and now heads 
the list of gas bills. Better bills lag be- 
hind, and the Gilbert bills appear to have 
no friends. Far in the background are 
several especially vicious bills—among 
them a commission bill evidently drawn 
by the Consolidated Gas Company—that 
may be useful to the monopolists by and 
by in the confusion of the session’s last 
days. 

Now, what does all this mean? Why 
has a bill, fathered and pushed by GRADY 
and SPINOLA, been carried through the 
Senate and favorably reported in the As- 
sembly far in advance of the Gilbert bills 
and all other good bills? No one believes 
that these men are working for the good 
of the people. In Albany opinion as to 
their real motives and purposes is divided, 
Some, who see that the avowed agents of 
the Consolidated Company pay no atten- 
tion to this Tammany bill, are of 
the opinion that the bill is pressed 
in behalf of that company, and 
that if a company should be organized 
under its provisions this new company 
would. simply stand in the way to pre- 
vent any really independent company 


.from laying mains in competition with 


the old monopoly. There are other per- 
sons who see in the labors of GRADY and 
SPINOLA an attempt to deliver the streets 


lic attention and public opinion to bear | to the Standard Oil‘Comnany. Whatever J 
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purpose of these men the bill 
should be defeated. It is a bad one. 

If the members of the present Legisla- 
ture think that the people of this city care 
little or nothing about what they may do 
in the way of gas legislation we can as- 
sure them that they are mistaken. Their 
acts will not escape attention, and they 
will be held responsible for them. 


SOADIACY S285 ESR ST OPT ST 
THE BGYCOTTED BAKERY. 


The Irish pastime of boycotting does 
not appear to be growing in favor in this 
free country. We pointed out some 
months ago that the boycott is reversible, 
and some curious instances of its effect- 
iveness when used in retaliation by its in- 
tended victims have been commented on 
in these columns, Of late the American 
public has silently adopted a sort of nulli- 
fication act by which the proceedings of 
the foreign boycotters are rendered void 
and of no effect. A newspaper in New- 
Haven and another in Wilmington which 
were placed under a boycott suddenly 
found themselves under the protec- 
tion of the leading business men of the 
two cities, who took measures to insure 
their proprietors against loss, and in this 
city the boycott upon Mrs. Gray’s Hud- 
son-street bakery has put that spirited lady 
upon the high road to fortuné. 

The boycotters set out to compel Mrs. 
Gray to do two things: (1) To force her 
workmen to join the union; and (2) to 
pay a ‘‘ fine” of $25 for disobedience to 
the orders of the union. The result 
of their operations for the first 
week hasbeen to make Mrs. Gray’s 
bakery known and famous from East- 
port to San Francisco; to increase her 
sales far beyond their former volume; to 
enroll among her daily customers a large 
number of wealthy men and women who 
never bought bread of her beforo; to se- 
cure for her a large number of stand- 
ing orders, accompanied by cash, to send 
daily supplies of bread to various charitable 
institutions; and to enlist for her the act- 
ive sympathy of several hundred thousand 
American men and American women 
who read with increasing interest and 
satisfaction the newspaper reports of her 
successful resistance to the boycott. 

This is a somewhat striking expression 
of public opinion upon the boycott. Itis 
an American opinion—genuine Yankee 
Doodle in every line and letter. The boy- 
cott is a foreign institution. It is of 
alien origin, and is set up _ here 
by persons who have not the faint- 
est conception of what American 
citizenship is. It is used most frequently 
in contests where those who employ 
it have no ground for any action what- 
ever, and in the case of Mrs. Gray the 
reproach of contemptible and cowardly 
methods is to be added to the odium in- 
separable from the practice. 

We have no doubt that the Evening 
Post is right in insisting that the persons 
who are annoying Mrs. Gray are violat- 
ing the laws of the State, and are liable 
under the Penal Code. But the word 
‘liable’ must be used here in its 
strictly legal sense. The  boycotters 
might be arrested and convicted un- 
der existing laws. But they are in 
no danger of arrest and conviction at the 
hands of the officers charged with the en- 
forcement of the law in this city, and no- 
body knows this better than the boycotters 
themselves. Public feeling is very strong 
against the outrage, however, and the 
protection against loss which the law 
should afford Mrs. Gray is assured her 
through countless private channels.

ONLY TAXED ABOUT HALF. 


VARIATIONS IN THE ITEM OF COST IN THE 
MORRIS AND ESSEX’S REPORTS. 

TRENTON, April 12.—As last Monday 
evening was spent so was this evening in the 
Assembly. in a discusston of the bill designed to 
enable the State to ascertain whether the Morris 
and Essex Railroad Company has for the last 
20 years maé9 honest returns to the State ot its 
taxable property, and if it has not to bring a 
suit in Chancery to compel it to settle the de- 
ficiency. The inquiry was suggested by Gov. 
Abbett as a proper one to be made 1n his last an- 
nual message. Last Monday evening the bill 
got before the House somewhat irregularly on 
the report of two members of acommittee of 


five. This evening it came up on a diverse re- 
port. Corbin, of Union, made a plain statement 
of its purposes. Prior to 1884 the State was 
obliged to tuke the word of the railroads as to 
the value of their taxable property. The State 
exacted a tribute of 44 per cent. on cost, 
but the railroads were alone empowered to 
announce the cost on which the tax could be 
levied. The State had no power to revise their 
figures, The result of this want on the part of 
State of supervisory power in the premises was 
that the Morris and sex returned its cost in 
1807 at about $30,000,000, and iu 1871, though it 
was extending and improving in the meantime, 
at $16,000,000. In 1884 the State became invested 
with revisory powers. The result was that 
over $10,000,000 of property that bad for years 
been charged up against equipments fell out of 
that account and went into the item of cost 
upon which tax should have been paid in past 
years. This fact alone justified the inquiry the 
bill proposed, while the very fact that the rail- 
road appeared in opposition to it was ground 
for suspicion. Assemblyman Parker, of Essex, 
made a rapid argument against the bill. The 
House finally ordered it on the calendar by a vote 
of 33 to 25. 

In the Senate the Jersey City Bridge bill was 
up for discussion. The~other evening a sub- 
stitute for Peloubet’s Permit bill, autborizing 
the city to build a tunnel or bridge as it saw fit, 
was ordered on the Senate calendar. The sub- 
stitute is said to have been “borrowed” from 
the house files. But Mr. Youngblood assured 
the Senators that it was another bill. ‘This 
evening Gardner, of Afiantic, charged that the 
bill had been got upon the calendar by misrep- 
resentation, and he moved its recommitment. 
The motion was agreed to by a vote of 11 to 10. 





TWELVE HUNDRED MEN ON STRIKE. 

San ANTONIO, Texas, April 12.—Twelve 
hundred and thirty-two laborers in the employ 
of Jacob Marshall, contractor for street im- 
provements, struck this morning for $125 per 
day, eight hours to constitute a day’s work. 


The men’had been receiving $1 for a 
day’s labor of 10 hours. The contractor in- 
formed the men that .1t ‘was impossible to 
comply with their demand, as he had taken the 
contract, estimating labur at $1 per day of 10 
hours, and that to accede to their wishes would 
entail a heavy loss on him. The strikers 
then proceeded to Powder Hill and com- 
pellea the men working there to. throw 
down their picks. Later in the day 
about 40 laborers told the contractor that they 
desired to return to work, but that they were 
threatened with being stoned if they did so. 
The contractor promised that they snould be pro- 
tected, and thas went to work.. Those who still 
held out were persuaded to retire without offer. 
ing avy violence, ‘The strikers are of several 
nationalities, and are without leaders.

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<< AMUSEMENTS; 
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METROPOLITAN OPERA HOUSE. 

The American Opera Company went 
abroad last evening and appeared at the Metro- 
Dolitan Opera House in ‘“ Lohengrin,” in aid of 
the Masonic Halland Asylum fund. Previous 
Performances of Wagner’s most melodious 
operas by this company have been far from un- 
Satisfactory, bht last evening’s representation 
was unquestionably an advance ahead of previ- 
ous cfforts. The strength of the American Opera 
Company has always been in its ensemble work, 
and its defects have been chiefly owing to the 


weakness of individual singers. Changes in the 
cast of the opera removed some of these 
weaknesses and thus strengthened the perform- 
ance, Mr, William Ludwig took Mr. Stoddard’s 
Place as Telramund, while Mr. Stoddard 
was substituted for Mr. Moore as 
the Herald. Mr. Ludwig's Telramund 
wast{not as impressive in some of the 
more dramatic episodes as Mr. Stoddard’s, but 
really it was a decided improvement, and the 
baritone’s appe >ance was better than that of 
his predecessor. Mr. Ludwig was in ‘good voice 
and sang throughout the evening with force and 
feeling. Mr. Stoddard’s strong tones and manly 
bearing gave the Herald much greater signifi- 
cance than that frequently abused réle hag re- 
ceived, from the American organization this 
Season. The other members of the cast were 
the same as heretofore. Miss Juch sang Elsa 
with grace, good method, and feeling, though 
her voice was hardly as fresh and resonant as It 
was at the beginning of the season. Mr. Candi- 
dus was in exceedingly poor condition, and added 
to bis usual stilted performance of Lohengrin an 
inability to sing with any certainty or strength 
in his upper register. Mme. Hustreiter was the 
Ortrud, as heretofore, and her performance was 
replete with passion and power. Her duet with 
Mr. Ludwig in the second act aroused the audi- 
ence toa high pitch of enthusiasm. Mr. Whit- 
ney's sonorous tones were heard to advantage in 
the King. The chorus was a trifle ragged here 
and there in the course of the evening, but sang 
with fine spirit and power. Mr. Thomas per- 
mitted his splendid orchestra to display its 
strength too decidedly at times, but its work was 
otherwise commendable. As _ heretofore, the 
fine crescendo ensemble in the first act was given 
with admirable finish and a fine gradation of 
power. The audience was large, brilliant, and 
generous in applause. 
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STAR THEATRE. 

Some very good representations of ** La 
Vie Parisienne’ have been witnessed in this 
city, and not a few very bad performances 
of the same work have also been beheld. 
Last night’s rendering of the piece at 
the Star Theatre must be reckoned with 
the worst, for even Mme. Judic’s por- 
trayal of Gabrielle was far below her least 
Satisfactory efforts in réles unsuited to her 
powers as an actress and songstress. Mme, Ju- 
dic’s delineation of the versatile glove 
vendor, however, was occasionally inter- 
esting on account of the artist’s personal 
charm, her delightfully musical voice, and 
her distinct and expressive enunciation 
of the text, which was replete, as usuai, with 
nice dynamic effects and varied significance. 
Her associates, especially those of her own sex, 
were hopelessiy incompetent. Tnere wasa Bar- 
oness de Gondremark, whose physique and man- 
ner would not have adorned a kitchen. There 
was a Metella—a queen among Parisian hetairas 
—whose angular form and cheap and showy 
attire would have shocked an Esquimau wor- 
shiper, and whose single rondo had to be sung 
by Mme. Judic, in deflance of common 
sense and the libretto. There was a Paul- 
ine, who should have been all _ finesse, 
and who carried on her flirtation with Baron de 
Gondremark after the fashion of a rustic 
maiden coquetting with acowboy. The actors 
in “La Vie Parisienne” were better fitted to 
their tasks than the actresses, but even 
they made clowns of themselves when they 
should have been comedians. M. Cooper, as 
Raoul, was really the only person on the stage 
that sought to fulfill the librettists’s inten- 
tions, and succeeded in doing so. 4 
Meziéres was amusing, of course, and 
80 were MM. Mioart and Ginet, but 
the merriment these persons diffused was but 
the result of excessive exaggeration. There is 
no occasion to rejoice that so hard a fate should 
Overtake opera bouffe in general, and Offen- 
bach’s achievements in particular. Compared 
with the rubbish that most German, 
English, and French composers of the 
period continually bring forth, Offenbach’s mu- 
sic is classical. “La Vie Parisienne,” though 
not exactly an opera bouffe, includes sufficient 
numbers to form ascore of respectable dimen- 
sions. Time-worn though the melodies have be- 
come, their originality, brightness, fluency, and 
communicative quality are nut to be mistaken. 
As for the libretto of **La Vie” it is ingenious 
in point of structure and sprightly in respect of 
dialogue. No one will question the righteousness 
of the decree that such tlimsy productions should 
have their little hour of prosperity and vanish 
forevermore, but it seems cruel that their nat- 
ural life should be shortened by the disgraceful 
performances that have of late years distorted 
the whole opera boutfe répertoire.

THE BUSY RAG DISINFECTORS. 


FAILING IN A SCHEME TO OBTAIN THE ‘INe 
DORSEMENT OF THE DOCTORS. 


Since the exposures a fortnight ago, the 
rag disinfecting ring has been suspiciously quiet, 
but ite chiefs have not been idle, and for several 
days, under the direction of Mr. Bartlett, bave 
been industriously circulating a _ petition 
among the physicians of the city re« 
questing them to unite in a demand for 
the disinfection of all imported rags—in other 
words, that they be subjected to the steam 
process owned and controlled by Health Officer 
Smith’s friend Bartlett and his associates. 
This action is taken despite the report of the 
five leading physicians of Boston to whom the 
matter was referred by the Boston Board of 
Health that the disinfection of rags from healthy 
ports was unnecessary and that those from in- 
fected ports should not under any circumstances 
be permitted to be landed. 

After the full investigation by the Boston 
Board of Health. nearly all the doctors who 
were induced by the branch ring in that city to 
unite in the demand for the general disinfec- 
tion of rags withdrew their signatures, and the 
efforts of Bartlett here are not meeting withany 
success. Prominent physicians here take the 
same ground as their Boston confréres, 
and though the ring is making desperate 
efforts to work up public opinion in its favor 
through the doctors the scheme will not work. 
One great stumbling block in its way is the 
declaration of the Massachusetts papermakers, 
who, after examining Bartlett’s patent process 
in Boston, denounced it as worthless forthe pure 
poses sought, Mr. 8. D. Warren’s device in put- 
ting self-registering thermometers in the bales 
aud showing the temperature imparted to the 
rags to be far below that necessary to 
destroy the disease germs’ if any existed, 
having thoroughly convinced manufacturerg 
and physicians as well of the utter worthleas« 
ness of the process. The New-York physicians, 
like their Boston associates, understand that dis< 
infection means to deprive of infection, and @ 
process which does not kill the dangerous germs, 
as it has been demonstrated Bartlett’s process 
does not, meets with no favor from the doctora, 

Tne efforts of the ring to bring reputable 
doctors to the aid of its schemes resembles the 
old story of a quack trying to sell his nostrums 
by getting, under some pretext, no matter what, 
the indorsement of the regular physicians. 





THE NORTHWEST FARMERS. 


SEEDING LIBERALLY AND LOOKING FOR 
GOOD CROPS. 

Sr. Paut, Minn., April 12.—Reports from 
various portions of the Northwest show that 
actual seeding has been begun in numerous 
localities, and that with a continuance of the 
present excedingly favorable weather conditions 
another week will see the work very generally 
in progress except in the extreme north. Along 
the Northern Pacific the farmers are already at 
work, and it is believed that there will be a con- 
siderable increase in the acreage over last year. 
The condition of the ground is, on the whole, 


favorable, though rain is needed in some localix 
ties. There will be a lurger acreage also of small 
grains, flax, and votatoes than ever before. 

Fargo correspondent says the seeding of 
Wheat is now more generally under way in 
Northern Dakota than it has been before at 
this time of bard during the past five seasons, 
An official of the Manitoba Railway says that 
farmers are now seeding along the line, and es- 
pecially along the lower balf, or south of Fargo 
and Glyndon, they are in better condition finan. 
cially and look fora fine grain season. The 
prospect for an increase of from 10 to 15 per 
cent. in acreage in the northern part of the 
Red River Valley is good. Along the lines of 
the Milwaukee Road the late Spring has 
greatly retarded the work of seeding. The 
Omaha officials report that seeding has begun all 
through Dakota and in Southern Minneso 
Very little has been attempted in Nebraska an 
Towa on account of wet ground and late snows, 
There is little or no Spring plowing to be dong 
between St. Paul and Sioux City. The lands are 
all drying off, and farmers are getting ready tq 
push the work of seeding at the earliest mo 
ment. On the other side of the Missouri River, 
in Nebraska, there has been from one to threq 
inches of snow for the last two weeks. 





THE FLOOD IN ALABAMA, 

Mosrtef,’ Ala., April 12.—The water is 
over a portion of the track of the Louisvilie and 
Nashville, where it runs through the delta of 
the Alabama, between the Mobile and Tensag 
Rivers. The track is weighted and loaded down 
with freight cars, and will probably withstand 
this the heaviest flood ever seen here. Until to- 
day passengers were transferred between Mobile 
and Tensas Bridge by steamboat, but all through 


travel was discontinued this afternoon. The 
distress in Lower Aiabama is widespread, and 
negroes are leaving by every boat. They state 
that they do not wish to come back to the coun. 
try which is now overflowed. A good deal of 
country is badly washed, the black soil disap- 
pesring in many places, leaving only the clay 
and in otber places deposits of river sand 
have ruined the land. Everything owned by 
P. W. Prime, at Mugnolia, 236 miles above 
Mobile, has been washed away, iucluding bis 
fine residence. W. P. Malette, at Portland, 60 
Miles above, bas lost in houses and stock $10,000. 
Opposite Portland, F. Carstaphen has lost a fine 
gin house. At Vernon, 336 miles away, J. D. 
Stondmeyer lost everything in his house, one 
side of the building being washed away. 
land is covered with from one to two inches o 
river sand. 

On Manich Island a mule was found standing 
asift alive ona branch of atree 10 feet above 
the water, which had receded. Everything hag 
been washed away from Neil Smith's, below 
Washington. The loss of life so far reported ig 
small for so largea flood. Two negroes were 
drowned at Malette’s place, nine at R. M. Boyton’s 
place near Portland, anda dozen at Eim Bluff. 
One white and six colored men were passed 
floating down stream, ail arowned, An unknown 
negro was fished out of the river here on Sun- 
day. The Relief Committee is at work in the 
lower river. and doing all possible to alleviate 
the distress.

MEN WORKING UNDER THE PRO-. 


TECTION OF THE TROOPS. 

& DAY DEVOID OF STARTLING INCIDENT— 
FARMERS OPPOSED TO THE KNIGHTS— 
THE STRIKERS’ GRIEVANCES, 

Sr. Lours, April 12.—The Congressional 
fommittee ordered to-day to learn the cause of 
the present strike has a chance to immortalize it- 
self by bringing the contending parties together 
in a friendly way and ending the disastrous 
struggle for mastery. Should it fail to do this 
there isan immense reputation asa prophet lying 
in wait for the person who will predict the date 
of the finish. The General Executive Board of 
the Knights of Labor says that uniess the rail- 
roads recede from their position no man can say 
when the end will come. It claims that the 
strikers can exist. in idjeness for an indefinite 
period; that they are as solid asa chunk of iron, 
had that their prospects were never brighter. 

Manager Hoxie says that the companies will 
win the fight, and are in better shape todo so 
than at any time since the strike began. He 
laughs at the reports of the strikers that the 
business of the Southwestern system for the last 
month was only a tenth of that done in the same 
month last year. In support of his statement 
that the business of bis road was only slightly 
affected by the strike he compared the reports 
ot the earnings for the first week of 
April, 18%, with those of the same 
week this year, and the difference 
was only 71-10 per cent. in favor of last year. 
Nota great falling off in his opinion, consider- 
ing the situation. He said to-day that 
there were more men in the employ of 
the company now than on April 6, and 
the number at that time was over 9,000. 
He is confident of ultimately procuring 
all the men he requires, if no more of the strik- 
ers return to work. There are some of them, 
nearly all Germans, he would much prefer to 
new men, as they are acquainted with the ma- 
chinery, and he knows them to be good. He be- 
lieves that they would return to work, were they 
not afraid of the consequences. He has 
no more intention of giving up the fight than 
he bas of resigning his position, something that 
he does, according to rumor, about once a week. 
The longer the fight lasts the less chance the 
strikers have of winning it, in his opinion, and 
be has grit enough to make the stand if the 
chances in his favor were much smaller than 
they are. 

The strikers claim that public sympathy is not 
against them, though Committeeman Hayes 
admitted a few days since that every merchant 
in the city favored the side of the companies. 
Among the industrial classes who are ranged by 
them on their side are the grangers. THE TIMES'S 
correspondent met Major William Gentry, of 
Pettis County to-day. Major Gentry is one of 
the most widely known men in Missouri. He 
has a little farm of 7.000 acresin Pettis County, 
and has lived in one spot near Sedalia since 1846. 
He was born in 1818, and has lived in Pettis 
County since 1824. He is President of the 
County Court, andis a man of standingin the 
State. He talked strike in a manner that showed 
he had considered not only the present strike, 
but the question of strikes generally. Farmers 
generally, he said,paid little attention to railroad 
strikes, but they were all interested in this one 
on account of its age and the spirit of 
devilishness it had developed. The farmers of 
his section, he said, were in hearty sympathy 
with the railroads in this struggle because they 
considered the strike unjustifiable. They had 
beaten the Knights of Labor in the late elec- 
tion at Sedalia, and they were determined 
to beat every candidate who catered 
to the Knights, Candidates were now as anxious, 
he said, to avow their disapproval of the 
Knights as they had been to berid the knee to 
them. “There has been too much tempor- 
izing with the strikers,” said Major Gen- 
try, “and the farmers are tired of it. 
They offer their services whenever they are 
needed to make counter demonstrations. and if 
jt should prove necessary to hold the strikers in 
check by force the farmers stand ready to 
shoulder a gun and do soldiers’ duty. The 
Kouights of Labor are an injury to the country, 
and the sooner the country discovers it the less 
famage will be done.** Major Gentry did not 

talk like a man who was afraid of a “ boycott.” 


FROM THE STRIKERS’ STANDPOINT. 


Committeeman Bailey hinted this morning 
that THe Times's correspondent had not de- 
scribed the situation from astriker’s standpoint. 
Mr. Bailey was informed that THE TIMES would 
print any statement he was pleased to make re- 

arding the situation. After due consideration 
+ made the following statement: 

“DU pon the arrival here of Mr. Turner and my- 
self we sought an interview with Mr. Hoxie to 
ascertain whether he intended to carry out the 

pirit of the dispatch sent in answer to Mr. 
Hopkins as we understood it. We had our 
doubts on the matter, and so expressed 
them in New-York, in the presence of 
Mr. Somerville and Mr. Clark, who acted as mes- 
pengers between our board and Mr. Gould and 
associates. We did not feel certain as to what 
‘was meant by employes, whether those employed 
to take the places of those aggrieved or those who 
would return to work upon our order. Mr. 
Somerville expressed the opinion that 1t meant 
the latter. For that purpose we called on Mr. 
Hoxie to ascertain why he would not receive 
committees according to the agreement. We 
aiso learned after arriving here from the people 
formerly in the employ of the Missouri Pacific 
that it was impossible for them _to obey the 
orders of the General Executive Board, they 
being refused the privilege of returning to work 
upon application. We made the same request 
to Mr. Rare for the men and it was refused. 
He stated he would not receive them as 
Knights of Labor nor as a body por any 
committee represesenting them. In fact he 
would only receive them as individuals making 
new applications for employment, and from the 
tenor of his remarks he gave us to understand 
that he would employ no active apn be of Labor 
or person who had been a leading = rit in advo- 
cating or advising the people in their demand 
for a hearing to adjust existing difficulties.” 

** What were these grievances ?” 

“Some of them were that section men. bridge 
men, and men in almost every department were 
compelled to perform other labors than that 
designated as their duties. Brakemen were re- 
quired to make a certain number of miles 
for a day’s work, but if through any 
cause a train was delayed by no fault of theirs, 
such as being behind a wreck, being itself 
wrecked or ordered to side track for any length 
of time, being held there at the com- 
mand of the company, in many instances 
slaving hard to clear the wrecks, they 
received no compensation for it. This applies 
to firemen as well. Govs. Marmaduke and 
Martia lately said that after a careful investica- 
tion they could not find where the Missouri Pa- 
citic Railroad Company haa violated the con- 
tract made by the company with its employes 
pn March 15, 1885.”" 

““ What was this contract ?” 

“Its chief provisions were that the wages of 
September, 1883, were to be a basis, with one- 
bait time for Sundays and overtime for more 
than 10 hours’ work; no man’s wages 
were to be reduced without 30 days’ 
potice. The contract to be observed 
on all roads under the Missouri Pacific 
management, But, leaving the Texas Pacific 
Railway entirely out of the consideration, 
that contract has been broken and ignored 
time after time. In numerous cases the Sep- 
tember wages were never restored. Sec- 
tion foremen were reduced $5 per month 
without any notice; boilermakers were sent 
out on the road from Denison and allowed ‘only 

ne-half time while traveling. Engine wipers in 
roundhouses were reduced from $1 21 to $1 15 
per day. The car foreman at Fort Worth 
was reduced $10 per month and then had 
to perform the work previously done by 
two men, and for which two men had been paid. 
The foreman in the mill at De Soto was redueed 
$10 per month without notice. The car- 
men at Parsons were reduced about $10 
per month without notice. Men worked 
over, the entire system 11 and W 
hours per day and received no pay for overtime, 
Sundays included, which was contrary to agree- 
ment. Check clerks in freight houses were re- 
duced $5 per month without notice; men were 
discharged on no other ground than because 
they were engaged in the struggle that forced 
the avreement into existence. can cite 
you hundreds of other cases in which the agree- 
ment was violated. It was agreed that when 
work became slack the hours, ana not the force, 
should be reduced. Inacircular issued on May 
25, 1885, and addressed to J. W. Fitzsimmons, 
Sedalia, Third Vice-President, H. M. Hoxie calls 
his attention to the provisions of the agreement, 
and calls for their strict enrorcement.” 

“Do youconsider these grievances pertinent 
to this strike ?” 

* Yes, Sir.” 

“*Then the strike on the Missouri Pacific was 
paused by these grievances ?”’ 

{t was, to the best of my. knowledge. The 
«@charve of Hall by the Texas and Pacific 
may bave precipitated the strike,, and it 
and other violations of the agreement was 
the cause of the strike on the Texas 
Pscific and, coupled with the violations men- 
tioned, caused the strike on the Missouri Pa- 
cific. I ascribe the strike at East St. Lous 
to violations of agreements and ref 
to grant demands made by yard em- 
plorse: The railroad officials of East St. 

uis refused to receive the grievances 
which were a demand for an increase of pay. 
That, in addition toa strong feeling of sympathy 
they had for their brothers on the west side of 
the Mississippi, caused them to assume their 
present attitude.” 

“* What is the prospect for a settiement of the 
strike ?” 

“IT see no immediate prospect of a settlement 
unless the railroad companies agree to meet the 
Gen Executive Board or committees of their 
old employes to settie their differences by arbi- 
tration. This we have been Very ready and will- 
E todo. There are in the neighborhood of 

on strike. According to the reports 
we ved but very few—less than 50—strikers 
dave returned to work.” 

“With what percentage of his old force did 
Mr. Hoxie say he intended to operate his ie?” 
. “Not 50 cent. 


ae he had in his eaploy as many as 
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he would need very few of our men. He said he 
should take only such as suited him. It was the 
position he assumed that compelled us to 
the order to return to work.” 
“Did he not say 50 per cent. of the stmkers?” 
“He did not; he said just what 1 say he did.” 
** How do you account for the fact that your 
two orders to return to work were disobeyed? ” 
“The first order was not recalled, for on the 
day following its formuiation Jay Gould said we 
bad misunderstood him. The order was held in 
abeyance at the order of the board. Then when 
what we supposed was a @ajisfactory a) ment 
had been reachet the emoargo on the order 
was lifted, but it could not be obeyed on account 
of the refusal of the companies to receive the 


en. 

“Will not the companies obtain all the men 
they need if the strike lasts mucn longer?” 

“Tthink not. I do not believe it is possible to 
obtain men enough in this country to operate 
the roads as they were run before the strike. 
Workingmen are too much alive’ to 
the question of labor organization and to the 
justice of the cause of labor in this struggle, and 
those they secure are of such a character as the 
companies would never employ unless they were 
in great straits.” 

“Will the organization be able to supply the 
needs of its members if the strike lasts for 
weeks?” 

“*Most assuredly, as the laboring people of this 
country recognize in this fight the weal or woe 
of the workers of America. Weare receiving 
assurances of assistance from all parts of Amer- 
ica and from all kinds of labor organizations 
and from all societies that are lovers of industrial 

edom. Numerous assurances of assistance 
have been received from the Grangers. We 
have not found it necessary yet to solicit aid 
from the members of our organization or the 
workers in general. Sufficient assistance has 
been given voluntarily. If the fight continues, 
as it has every indication of doing, it may be 
necessary to make an official call.” 

‘ 4 s there any likelihood of the strike extend- 
ng? 

“Not unless circumstances compel such ex- 
tension, althourh we have assurance that if 
necessity demands an extension it wi!l be grant- 
ed upon our request. But it is our inteation to 
aeep it confined within its present limits if pos- 
sible. 

“The situation is more encouraging to-day 
than it hss been at any time since our arrival 
here. From along the line our daily reports 
show there is unity within our ranks and a de- 
termination to carry the strike to a 
successful issue. We have no_ reports 
of distress. A)l local boards are amply furnished 
with funds to relieve all cases of want presented 
to them. The advice this board has given to those 
engaged in the struggle is to be sober, law-abid- 
ing citizens, to commitno actsof violence to 
person or property and cry down any attempt 
to doso. They are assured that any one commit- 
tine acts unbecoming an American citizen and 
a Knight of Labor will meet with our 
disapproval and punishment under our laws. 
The board visited East 8t. Louis on the 
day before the massacre for the purpose of ad- 
vising and warning our people against the at- 
tempts which would be made by the birelings in 
the employ of the railroad companies to incite 
them to commit an outbreak. We were confident 
such was the intention from their attitudes, 
We were assured by our people that they 
would take no advantage of any insults 
that might be heaped upon them. They 
assured us they would commit no acts of 
violence against person or property, no mat- 
ter what the provocation might be. How 
wellthey kept this promise was clearly demon- 
strated on the day of the massacre. After 
the shooting the timely arrival of our 
board in their midst prevented the 
carrying out of the loud clamoring of 
drunken rowdies and gamblers who urged them 
to commit murder and arson. It is the deter- 
mination of the working people of this section 
to see that those assassins are brought to jus- 
tice.’ 

** Have you any future plans?” 

“The plan that we have is to keep well in- 
formed of the situation, so that we may 
inform our people at all points on the 
system of the true condition of affairs; 
also to provide the necessary aid that 
none may suffer; to collect and compile state- 
ments of the business done on the Southwestern 
system of railroads and its condition relative to 
roadbed and rolling stock for the benefit of the 
traveling public.” 

The board having just received a telegram 
from Washington informing it that Congress 
had ordered a committee to investigate the 
cause of the strike, Mr. Bailey was asked what 
he expected the committee to accomplish. 

“We expect that this committee,” he said, 
“will see that justice is done in this case, and 
also see what legislation is necessary to prevent 
future stoppage of the wheels of commerce 
until the few gain their opportunity to gamble.” 

The committee spends the greater part of its 
time now in doing “ missionary work.” Grand 
Master Sargent and Chairman Rucker, of the 
Grievance Committee of the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Firemen, had an _  inter- 
view with Manager Hoxie to-day, but 
did not discuss the discharge of 23 
firemen from the Missouri Pacific Road. Mr. 
Sargent does not intend to present his case until 
the evidence is all in. Like Chief Arthur, he 
knows when he is ready. From what 
Mr. Sargent said to THe TIMES'S correspond- 
ent, 1t is quite safe to assume there will 
be no trouble between Mr. Hoxie and the 
Brotherhood. Skilled and unskilled labor are on 
opposite sides of the fence in this struggle. The 
Brotherhood of Engineerg and firemen are firm 
supporters of the railroads, and opponents of 
both skilled and unskilled labor as represented 
in the ranks of the strikers. 

The nine Deputy Sheriffs were discharged 
from custody this morning ona writ of habeas 
corpus, and were immediately reurrested and 
jodged in jail on warrants charging 
them with being fugitives from us- 
tice. The situation was aceful at ast 
St. Louis. The Coroner’s jury listened 
to a lot of testimony that wears a very unfavor- 
able look for the Deputy Sheriffs, and the rail- 
road companies did business under the protec- 
tion of the militia. It wasin fact a day devoid 
= startling incident on both sides of the Missis- 
sippi. 

Th aconversation with a reporter this after- 
noon General Committeeman J. W. Hayes said 
the statements attributed to Jay Gould in an in- 
terview telegraphed from New-York _ last 
night, in which Mr. Gould says Mr. Pow- 
derly, at one of the New-York confer- 
ences, referred to members of District No. 101 
as “outlaws,” and said they bad disobeyed the 
laws of the order. was false in every particular 
and wholly without foundation. He character- 
ized itas ‘“‘one of Jay Gould's lies for the pur- 
pose of misrepresenting the Knights of Labor 
and destroying public faith in the order.” 

“What Mr. Powderly did say,” said Mr. 
Hayes, ** was that the strike was unwise and had 
been ill advised, because the local committee 
had taken action upon important matters con- 
cerning a very large extent of territory without 
first consulting the general Officers of the order. 
Other than that he made no remarks of the 
character attributed to him ~y A Mr. Gouid.” 

*“Were you present at the interviow between 
Mr. Powderly and Mr. Gould ?” 

“Yes, I was. have a very distinct recollec- 
tion of what occurred.” 

“You are quite certain that Mr. Powderly did 
not make the statements which Mr. Gould says 
he made ?” 

“IT am positive Mr. Powderly said nothing of 
the kind, and Mr. Gould is repeating his old tac- 
tics of misrepresenting us. 

* What Mr. Gould says about our refusal of 
his proposition to include in the matters to be 
arbitrated the questions dealing with the dam- 
ages to the roads caused by the strike is true.”

RESOLUTIONS IN FAVOR OF GLADSTONE’S 
HOME RULE SCHEME FOR IRELAND. 

Arsany, April 12.—Senator Murphy 
called up the Arcade bill to-nignt, with a view 
to passing it. At Mr. Daly’s request he agreed 
to postpone action until to-morrow. Mr. Daly 
is desirous of amending the bill, so as to enable 
the city to draw an annual compensation from 
the-company’s receipts in return for the valua- 
ble franchise which the company asks. Mr. 
Daly’s idea is to engraft upon the bill the pro- 
vision of the General Street Railroad act, com- 
pelling the payment of an annual percentage of 
the company’s receipts; 

The Senate passed to-night the bill proposed 
by Controller vaapin. requiring all corporations 
organized under the laws of this State to report 
annually before the Ist day of February, to the 
Controller, their name, the amount of their 
capital stock, the amount of that stock em- 
ployed within this State, and the act of law of 
this State, or the name of the State or county in, 
by, or under which they were incorporated. 
The penalty for a violation is a forfeiture of the 
right to sue, appear, or prosecute any action in 
any court of this State. 

Mr. Erwin in the Assembly offered a resolu- 
tion adjourning the Legislature sine die on the 
%th of May. e asked its immediate considera- 
tion, but Mr. McCann’s objection carried it over 
for the present. The chances are that the date 
ultimately agreed upon will be May 14, 

Major Hangerty as a bill upon the House 
files which will challenge the opposition of 
the temperance peopie. It amends the Civil 
Damages act by relieving the landlord who leases 
his premises for the sale of liquor of exemplary 
damages. If, however, notice has been given 
bim that liquors must not be sold to the persons 
pamed in the notice,and he pays no attention 
to it, then he is liable to exemplary as well as 
actual damages. Hitherto the Jandlord has been 
compelled to pay his share of both the actual 
and exemplary damages imposed by the jury, 

Speaker Husted asked and obtained unanimous 
consent in the Assembly to offer the following 
resulutions, which were unanimously adopted 
and ordered sent to the Senate for concurrence: 

Resolved, ¥ the Senate concur,) That the people of 
the State of New-York do hereby tender the Irish peo. 
ple their hearty -_ athy in the heroic struggle they 
are now making for home rule in [reland. 

Resolved, That they view with mingled feelings of 
gratitudeand respect the noble stand taken by Eng- 
jand’s most illustrious statesman, William BH. Glad. 
stone, in defense of popular government for the 
people and by the people. 

Resolved, Th our congratulations to the 
English people on the fact of their having at length a 
Government possessing courage and magnanimity to 
make an effort to do justice to the much wronged and 
long-suffering country. 

The special order of the evening in the Senate 
was Mr. Low’s bill rendering the anti-oleomar- 
garine laws more stringent. Mr. Low explained 
that the provisions of the bill were designed to 
induce the persons interested t» prosecute those 
guilty of violations of the law aud thus save the 
State appropriations for such prosecutions. Mr. 
Sloan also favored the bill, which was ordered to 
a third reading. 

Next was considered Mr. Low’s bill creating as 
a State Board of Agricuiture the Governor, the 
Cornell University Professor of Agriculture, the 
President of the State Agricultural Society, and 
one delegate from each county society. 
Mr. Low said the purpose of the Dill 
was to reduce taxes and consolidate the sev- 
eral agricultural bureaus. The plan of the State 
Board is favored by the farmers. In the course 
of his remarks Mr. Low criticised sharply the of- 
ficial course of Dairy Commissioner Brown. He 
thought he should be impeached. Mr. Cogge- 
sball spoke briefly in defense of Commissioner 
Brown's administration. Mr. Smith held that 
the proposed board would be cumbersome. The 
bill was provressed. 

The Senate Railroad Committee will meet to- 
morrow to decide the question of an extension 
of time. They will ask for at least two weeks 
additional time, but some of them are of the 
opinion that they should be given wae power to 
hold sessions during the Summer, here are 
four or five more Aldermen whom they desire 
to examine. Upon the question of enlarging 
their powerso as to enable them to investigate 
the manner in which the general street railroad 
law of 1884 was passed, there is a very decided 
division of opinion. There are doubts about 
this point being pushed. Senator Knapp was 
called to his home to-night by atelegram that 
his mother was seriously ill. ; 

The Standard Gas Company, for whom extraor- 
dinary powers are asked by a bill now before 
the Assembly, was incorporated on Feb. 6 !ast. 
Its capital is fixed at only $500,000, and it is 
given 50 years’ existence. The incorporators 
and Directors are Benjamin F. Sherman, Charles 
Carpenter, A. James Laske, Ferdinand McKeige, 
and Charlies Parker. The names of Carpenter 
and McKeige are not in the Directory. The im- 
pression is general that the incorporators are 
dummies and that the bill really nas behind it 
the Consolidated Gas Companies. Messrs. Spino- 
la and Grady are the figureheads of the concern.

THE .HUSBAND KILLED AND THE SHERIFF 
BADLY WOUNDED, 

GREENSBOROUGH, Ga., April 12—On the 
Plantation of Mr. Robert Grimes, in Hancock 
County, a few miles from this city, there lived 
John Ransom, who had lately married Dilsey 
Ann McAndrews. The woman had been pre- 
viously affianced to Augustus Brown, but dur- 
ing his absence became the wife of Ransom. 
When Brown heard of the new turn which events 
had taken he vowed his purpose either to get the 
wife away from her husband or to kill the Jat- 
ter. These parties were all colored. On 
last Monday night Ransom found his house 
empty, with no trace of his wife. He 
learned that she had gone in the direction 
of Baldwin County with Brown, and that the 
latter had said that Ransom should never see his 
wife again. The husband proveeded to Milledge- 
ville and secured the interest of Sheriff Ennis in 
his case. The two men started a day later in the 
direction in which the guilty couple were al- 
leged to have gone. They were finally piloted 
to the place where they were. Sheriff Ennis 
found Brown just outside of the house and 
called on him to surrender. This Brown refused 
to do, when the two men clinched, and, rolling 
over, Brown got the Sheriff under, and wrench- 
ing his pistol from his grasp, dealt him several 
deadly blows upon the head and left him, as he 
ee » dead. While this was in progress in 
he yard, Ransom had secured possession of his 
wife and had departed with her. The couple re- 
turned to their former home, where they hoped 
to be free from Brown's further visits, 

On Wednesday night as Ransom and his wife 
were sitting in front of the fireplace a shot 
came crashing through the window pane which 
grazed Ransom’s coat. A moment later Brown 
stood within the door and, sending a more ef- 
fective bullet through Ransom’s breast with 
the pistol he had captured from Ennis, left him 
for dead and disappeared. As soon as Ransom’s 
death became known it created great excite- 
ment and the determination was formed to 
a Brown if he should becaught. He has 
or several years spread terror by his acts of 
desperation. News from Milledgeville is to the 
pont _— the condition of Sheriff Ennis is quite 
critical.

FROM THE MANAGEMENT OF SKATING 
RINKS TO THE POLICE COURT. 

Boston, April 12.—Franklin K. Phillips, 
fined to-day in the Cambridge District Court 
for passing a worthless check for a small 
amount, seven years agO became possessed 
under the will of his father of $207,000. It ap- 
peared in evidence that he had lost the greater 
portion of this through unsuccessful business 
ventures and bad investments. It was shown 
that soon after receiving his legacy he built and 
carried on the Alhambra Skating Rink in South 
Boston, and easily lost in this enterprise between 
$15,000 and $20,000. Then he organized a French 
opera company, with which he traveled over the 
country, sinking about $30.000. Next, by indis- 
¢criminate speculation 1n worthless stocks, he 
managed to get rid of Ns more, and his 
principal was further reduced by gifts to friends, 
some of them of short acquaintance. His coun- 
sel said thathe hadasafe full of stocks which 
could not be wee gypot of to-day for more than 
$10, alliof which purchases Phillips had made 
without his knowledge. Mrs. Phillips testified 
that her husband had contracted drinking hab- 
its, and that he was continually doing such im- 
prudent acts; that finally what money was left 
was putin trust, since which he has had only an 
allowance. 

The defendant told the court that he gave the 
check when hewas under the influence of ** sev- 
eral glasses of warm rum puneh,” and that he 
had no criminal intesit. Counsel urged that his 
client was not mofally ponsible, but the 
court held a different view. Still.as the person 
who had received the worthless check recom- 
mended leniency, and had acknowiedged satis- 
faction on payment of the bill, he imposed only 
& fine of $40 and costs,

CLUES ENDING IN NOTHING 


THE HoONT FOR TILLIE SMITH’S 
MURDERERS. 

FEW GROUNDS FOR SUSPICION AGAINST 
HARING—DID THE GIRL GO TO THE 
BARN TO SLEEP, 

HACKETTSTowN, April 12.— Late this 
afternoon Detective McClellan received a dis- 
patch. An hour afterward he and Detective 
Frank rode toward Danville in a buggy. They 
returned to-night empty handed. No one 
knows whether their journey had a definite 
object or whether they went off on an errand of 
general inquiry, but, considering the expe- 
riences of the four days that have passed since 
Tillie Smith’s murder, fears are cropping out 
that it may pass tothe record of crime along 
with the Orange Mountain and other uncleered 
tragedies. There has been no relaxation of dili- 
gence. The town and vicinity bave been raked 
for clues, and search in the outlying country is 
going on to-night, but as fast as they have been 
worked out the result is unsatisfactory. 

The young men Munnich aad Haring, who 
were with the girl and her friends on Thursday 
night, are still here, the latter with a constable 
guarding him. His character does not show up 
well, but evidence to implicate him in this crime 
will need to be fortified considerably. That 
is one of the things the officers have 
been trying to do. They have all 
sorts of stories of him, but none 
that tend to show that he was the guilty person, 
except as connected with his talk at Washington 


where he was arrested on Friday. An effort will 
be made at to-morrow’s proceedings under the 
inquest to learn if he talked of murder and its 
pupishment when in his cups at Washington, 
and spoke of this outrage on Friday before he 
could have heard of it from gossip there. 

t is assumed that the 9:43 train on 
Friday. in which he went to Washing- 
ton, left this place before the girl’s body 
was found in the corner of the fence back of 
the seminary. That, and his allusion to Mun- 
nich’s boast that he had accomplished his pur- 
pose with the murdered girl, although he had 
to use force to do it, are the strongest circum- 
stances against him. The testimony before the 
Coroner on these points convinced the jury that 
both Munnich and Haring exchanged a good deal 
of idle and boyish boasting, whether with founda- 
a - not, after they returned to the hotel that 
nig 

Every clue inspires fresh hope, for the citizens 
are loath to let the town he saddled with such a 
mystery. Céervner Smith is far from being dis- 
couraged, and says hopefully that his jury may 
be summoged at any hour to receive ‘important 
evidence toward clesring the case up. He ad- 
mits to-night, however, that the day has passed 
without disclosing anything more tangible than 
was known when the inquest adjourned on Sat- 
urday. This admission covers not only the Cor- 
Oner’s own work on the case, at which he 

4s been constantly engaged, but also the 
work of Pinkerton’s detective, Frank, and of 
Chief Detective McClellan. Much was expected 
of the trip by Frank and McClellan to 8trouds- 
burg, where the suspicious characters reported 
from the Water Gap were held because they 
could not or would not give a satisfactory ac- 
count of their whereabouts on Thursday night. 
This morning when brought out of the lockup 
to tace the detectives the :1en’s memories were 
all right. One was Dave Sleight, of Phillips- 
burg. and the other was George Brown, 
of Easton. They said they were at Belvidere 
on Thursday, ana staid there that night with 
Joseph Fisher, Sleight’s uncle. The examina- 
tion of the men was thorough, and as they es- 
tablished their alibis Detective Frank said he 
could not ask for their further detention. With 
their release, what had been considered an im- 
portant clue fell tothe ground. The detectives 
came back to town at about 2 o’clock to-day. It 
was 4:30 when they started off again in a buggy, 
expecting to be back during the night. They 
hoped, it was eaid, to bring a prisoner with them, 
but if s0 another clue has miscarried. 

The dead girl lay exposed to view at the un- 
dertaker’s until after the detectives had returned 
from their journey. Her brother, a sister, who 
is a domestic at Newark, and aunt from Stan- 
hope, viewea it this morning. The brother was 
there at about 2:30 o’clock, when the detectives 
informed the undertaker that he might remove 
it. His wagon took it to the cemetery and de- 
posited it in the vault. It will be buried proba- 
bly to-morrow. One of thelocal ministers or the 
Principal of the seminary will be asked to 
conduct the funeral services. Haring was 
— here to-day by his parents and two 

rothers. Tbey are respectable people at Port 
Jervis. Detective Haggerty, of Newark, arrived 
to-night to work upon the case. The four young 
townemen, by one of whom a girl in Tillie 
Smith’s company was accosted on the way home 
from the show on Thursday night, have given an 
account of tne nselves after that meeting which 
satisfies the detectives that they had nothing to 
do with assaulting the girl. ? 

The impression is gorntng strength that Tillie 
Smith went to the barn back of the seminary

he seminary rules about eventeg absence are 
strict. All persons are expected to bejin by 9 
o'clock. It was after 10 when she returned. The 
lights go out at 10. She may have found herself 
locked out, and fearing or dreading to get in by 
making a noise, may have thought of the open 
and vacant barn as a‘good place to pass the night 
Dr. Conover, for whom {She worked for three 
years, says she was a fearless girl, and would as 
soon have gone to the barn as not. Janitor Ti- 
tus, of the eyed says he made an outside 
tourlof the building before 11 o’clock, and, know- 
ing Tillie was out, left the back door open for her. 
This was possibly 40 or more minutes after she 
tried the door. Those who advance this theory 
of the way she reached the barn say that she 
probably did not find it untenanted as she ex- 
pected, but occupied by at least two men, who 
assaulted her. The doctorsthought there were 
twomen. She made a hard fightin the barn. A 
man of Harine’s size would hardly have come 
out of such a fight with clean clothing, even if 
with a whole skin. 

When the barn was opened to-day by the Cor- 
oner’s order for the removal of pieces of the 
door on which blood had spattered, the signs on 
the floor were yet plain where fingers had dug 
in the dirt and where at least one person had 
lain. Haring still wears the clothing that he 
wore that night. The facts that it is not 
soiled and that he does not bear a scratch 
are used as an argument that he could not 
bave been in conflict with a girl so 
strong as Tillie and able to make such a 
desperate fight. Mrs. Smith, Tillie’s mother, 
who is employed as a domestic at a farm three 
miles from here, talked wildly to-day about the 
murder when visited. Sheis not regarded as of 
entirely sound mind. A relative of her husband, 
from whom she is separated, seems to have 
roused her suspicion, and she raved with frantic 
vehemence about the likelihood of bis having 
waylaid Tillie to satisty some unexplained 
grudge. appily forthe young man, his friends 
claim that he could not possibly have been in 
this vicinity that night. 

At 10 o’clock to-night, the barn opposite the 
one in which the blood marks were found was 
burned. The fire caused intense excitement, as 
many supposed the murderers set it on fire, in- 
tending to burn both buildings, and thus destroy 
the only evidence as to the place where the girl 
was killed. The hotel is full of strangers from 
all parts of the State who have come to attend 
the inquest to-morrow.

WHAT MR. FIELD WILL TELL. 
Boston, April 12.—Cyrus W. Field is ex- 
pected to testify in the New-York and New- 
England bond sale hearing to-morrow, and Rus- 
sell Sage’s testimony, it is also promised, will be 
placed before the committee. Mr. Field, accom-~- 
panied by his brother, David Dudley, returned 
to Boston to-day, and several hours were spent 
in close consultation with Sidney Bartlett, the 
senior counsel. It is given out that to-mor-

New-Haven and Hartford, and that Mr. Field 
is notin any way interested in the New-York 
City and Northern Railroad, and had no inten- 
tion of uniting that road with the New-York 
and New-England even if he obtained possession 
of the bonds. It is expected that the hearing 
will close this week.

FLINT AND PERE MARQUETTE. 

Detroit, Mich., April 12—The annual 
report of the Flint and Pére Marquette Rail- 
road for the year ending Dec. 31, 1885, is just 
out. It shows the total earnings to be $1,946.- 
790, a decrease of about $300,000 as compared 
with 1884. Operating expenses and taxes amount- 
ed to $1,347,830, a slight decrease over the pre- 
vious year. The company carried 757,102 passen- 
gers during the year. The total mileage of 
the road is 543. The funded debt Dec. 31 was 
$5,200, The report of the Land Commis- 
sioner shows that during 1885 there was sold by 
the department 6,409 acres of land, the price 
amounting to $46,874. In addition to this sales 
of timber were made to theamountof $970, and 
lots to the amount of $1,200, making the aggre- 
gate sales $49,044.

CHARLES CROCKER SENDS HER 
FIFTY DOLLARS. 
COMPLIMENTING HER ON HER BRAVE FIGHT 
AGAINST TYRANNY—ALL THE BUSINESS 

SHE CAN DO. 

The baker’s boy whistled merrily as he. 
threw open the doors of the boycotted shop at 
No. 508 Hudson-street yesterday morning and 
looked askance at the bill distributors and 
“sandwich” men who were warning the early 
comers to leave Mrs. Gray’s bread and rolls 
alone. The baker’s boy always whistled when 
he was happy cr astonished. Pretty soon brave 
little Mrs. Gray came down, with her red cheeks 
redder than ever after the rest of Sunday, and 
she smiled confidently as she said, “The first 
week of the boycott is over.” 

it was over, and her business had assumed 
greater proportions than her modest hopes had 
ever dreamed of. Meanwhile, she and her three 


assistants were busily engaged in supplying the 
long line of customers, longer than ever before, 
or in filling the baskets of the poor, wh waited 
outside smelling longingly the fragrant odors 
that escaped through the front door. The buy- 
cott was proving an excellent promoter of 
charity. But the lines of customers never 
ceased in the tidy store, and it is safe to say 
that there wasn’t a neater or a comparatively 
busier bakery in all! New-York yesterday. When 
the baker’s boy came back from his up-town 
trip Mrs. Gray had received the morning mail 
and numerous donations. There were five and 
ten dollar bills, with urgent requests not to be- 
tray the senders’ names, and the baker’s boy 
whistied. He was harpy. Send what you 
please where you please," ran the notes; ** to hos- 
pitals, to orphan asylums, to public places of 
charity, and to the poor.” Mrs, Gray counted out 
$50 in these charitablesums. Then there wasa 
big letter from the California millionaire, 
Charles Crocker, which ran as follows: 
SOUTHERN PACIFIC eat tala 
NEW-YORK, April 12, 1886. 

Esther A. Gray: 


DEAR MADAM: I have read in the newspapers 
about your struggle with the boycotting bakers and 1 
have admired your piuck and your determination to 
rouintuin your rights under the laws of your country. I 
herewith inclose you $50 and desire you to set aside 
every day, and keep account of this money, and deliver 
a certain quantity of bread to the poor people until 
the fund is exhausted. I send you this to show my 
appreciation of your efforts in the cause of justice and 
freedom. 

1 hope that you will be sustained through this tyran- 
nical attempt to dictate to you on the conduct of your 
business. We live inafree country, or pretend it is 
free. No matter whether laborer or aristocrat sets up 
to deny to others the rights they claim for themselves, 
they are equally responsible. It is the worst kind of 
tyranny. and the kingly Governments of Europe would 
be ashamed to exercise or allow the exercise of such 
tyranny under their authority, | hope that you will be

When the baker's boy heard this he gave vent 
to a prolonged whistle. He was mightily aston- 
ished. But pleased as the littie woman was at 
the general interest manifestea in her persecu- 
tion, her determined little mouth trembied when 
she found that her old customers who had left 
her were coming back again. A. L. Sieghortner, 
who keeps a restaurant at No. 32 Latayette- 
place, dropped in and left an order for 100 loaves 
of bread to be deiiverei this morning. Charles 
Poppe, a grocer at the corner of Twelfth-street 
and Fourth-avenue, renewed his old order cf 40 
loaves of bread and three dozen roils every 
morning. “I think they will all come back 
again,”’ she said quietly. 

Asthe morning grew into afternoon Mrs. Gray 

roceeded to outgeneral the boycotters again. 

hey had been muttering lately that they would 
cut off her supply of flour. So she bought a 
whole carload of 125 barrels of the best Minne- 
apolis flour, and five trucks deposited them on 
the pavement in front of the store. The pecul- 
iar thing about the trucks was that they had no 
placards or sienboards to show where they came 
from. They came like unknown Knights to the 
assistance of a woman in distress. The truth 
was, the truck owners had reared a boycott, and 
had removed all evidences of their ownership. 
The bovcotters were dismayed at being unable 
to follow them. 

The fiour was no sooner unloaded than the 
boycotters rushed to the precinct police station 
and demanded that Mrs. Gray be arrested for 
obstructing the pavement. The Sergeant strolled 
down and decided that the flour was no hin- 
drance to pedestrianism, but nevertheless there 
was a fine display of chivalry on the part of the 
bystanders. They immediately offered to carry 
the fiour in for her, and one well dressed man in 
© beaver overcoat who had evidently never 
toucbed a baile or barrel in his life walked in and 
said: 

“I’m astranger to you, Mrs. Gray, but Ill 
take off both my coats to get that fiour in for 
you.” 

Mrs. Gray replied mildly that her men would 
do the work at the proper time. 

While this was guing on there was an amusing 
scene up in Morton-street, which showed how 
the rising generation are getting educated as to 
the matter ot boycotting. As the air grew some- 
what sultry some small boys turned their 
thoughts to a lemonade stand. They had had all 
the jelly cake and pie from Mrs. Gray’s given 
them by generous purchasers that they wanted, 
and they decided to makesome money, A small 
stand was rigged up, and exceedingly pellucid 
lemonade was advertised on a cardboard cover 
tor 3 cents a giass. The trade didn’t thrive. So 
some of the observant American youths used 
the bottom of the box for another sign, which 
read: **I’m boycotted,” and others of the part- 
nership solicited trade with: 

* Please, Mister, buy a glass of lemonade. He's 
boycotted,” Itis needless to say that trade im- 
proved visibly. But those boys have certainly 
perverted their minds on the boycott. 

Afternoon came. The baker's boy had an as- 
Bistant, for he was delivering loaves by the hun- 
dred in place of former tens. Mrs. Gray wisely 
kept enough bread for the extraordinary home 
trade inthe Nioth Ward, but all the rest that 
the five sturdy and loyal bakers could make was 
sent off to the asylums, hospitals, to the Depart- 
ment of Charities, at Eleventh-street and Third- 
avenue. She could just about fill the orders 
which the donations required. 

“I think I’ll have to advertise for some more 
bakers to-morrow,” she said slyiy,as she filled 
the basket of an old tramp with buns, bread, a 
big mince pie, and some good plain cake. Mrs. 
Gray’s former husband was the origina! baker in 
New-York of the big loaves of ** New-England” 
bread, and the secret of its manufacture has not 
been lost. By 9 o’clock at night Mrs. Gray was 
tired out with aly wep The total sum of the 
donations for the day amounted to $125. 

No action has yet been taken by the Plumb- 
ers’ Unionin regard to boycotting Mr. Gray's 
plumbing shop at No. 321 Bleecker-street. A 
Visit to that place yesterday obtained this 
observation; ‘“*Those boycotters are mad 
enough to fight after the expressions of public 
sympathy; but Ido not see howin any justice 
they can boycott this business. Mr. Gray is a 
master plumber.” 

The condition of the boycott on the part of 
the men who obstruct Mrs. Gray’s business is 
the same as before, with the exception that they 
have ceased following the delivery wagon, and 
have put the two men on duty as * sandwich” 
carriers. The baker's boy stopped whistling long 
enough to say that this made him happy. 

Mr. Stoeckler, who is managing the boycott 
from a neighboring saloon, had nothing further 
to say, except that the newspapers are all sup- 
Eas Mrs. Gray. Mrs. Gray, on the other 

and, repeats her shy and grateful thanks to the 
reporters as they come in, and says that as far 
she is concerned her men can join the union 
whenever they please, but that she will not force 
them to join it, nor will she discharge them nor 
submit to extortion. The whole neighborhood, 
which is largely American, backs her up against 
the ignorant Germans, who are unable to speak 
English intelligentiy. Her bakers, however, de- 
— that they will not be forced to join the 
union. 

.... All this might bave been avoided,” saifi one, 
if tne committee had only approached the men 
sensibly.” 

Meanwhile Mrs. Gray’s F peegy s fight is gaining 
& national reputation, and her cheerful tenacity 
of purpose makes her the most prominent 
tradeswoman in the country, while the outward 
signs of sympathy grow larger and larger. A 
big policeman is stationed in front of the shop, 
and the crowd is not allowed to linger. ‘Phe 
boycotters do their promenading quietly and 
eimost unobtrusively.

EXPERIMENTS ON THE BRIDGE. 


COMPRESSED AIR TO BE TRIED IN WORKING 
THE GRIPS AND BRAKES, 
The Brooklyn Bridge Trustees held a 


‘regular meeting yesterday afternoon. A peti- 


tion from the carpenters, tracklayers, riggers, 
and painters employed on the bridge asking for 
the same hours as the outside members of their 
trades was granted. A resolution that the brake- 
men be given five days’ holiday in the course of 
the Summer was referred to the Superintendent, 
with power. The granite pedestal block sit- 
uated at the southern end of the roadway on the 
New-York side having been removed in'order to 
make way for the increased terminal facilities, 
the Trustees passed a resolution to present it to 
the family of the late William C. Kingsley, to be 
piaced over his grave in Greenwood Cemetery, 
with an inscription engraved on it, under direc- 
tion of the Trus 

The Committee on Mechanical Appliances, con- 
sisting of James Howell, Charles MacDonald, 
and Thomas C. Clarke, reported that they had 
examined 39 grips, 5 cable lifters, and 26 signal, 
brake, and grip plans. They gave authority to 
George Westinghouse, of Pittsburg, to try his | 
system on the bridge. Heisto bear all the ex- 
penses of getting up a brake and power to work 
the present grip, except that the Trustees will 
furnish the cost of making the connections with 
the cars on the bridge. Mr. Westinghouse is 
preparing to fit up a train of four cars with 
reservoirs of compressed air and the necessary 
machinery to work the present grips and brakes 
by one person only, justas locomotive engineers 
now control the air brakes on railway trains, 
The committee, having inspected in all 113 
prepare and inventions, has closed the examina- 

ons,

BROADWAY ROAD LAWSUITS. 


ASKING FOR A RECEIVER FOR THE BROAD- 
WAY AND SEVENTH-AVENDE LINF. 
Mary Hastings, through her lawyer, 
Granville P. Hawes, obtained an order to show 
cause, from Judge Wallace yesterday, in the 
United States Circuit Court, why a Receiver 
should not be appointed for the Broadway and 
Seventh-Avenue Railroad. The defendants 
named are James W. Foshay, Jacob Snarp, 
Thomas B. Kerr, and others, and the Broadway 
and Seventh-Avenue Company. The order is 
returnable April 16. The complaint alleges that 
the stock of the company has depreciated from 
$300 to $200 per share, the depreciation being 
caused by the acts of the individual defendants. 
It is also stated that the usual dividend has been 
passed, though the business has been much 
larger thun ever before, and there would have 
been plenty with which to pay the dividend if it 

bad not been squandered. 

Reference is made in the complaint to the bills 
now before the Legislature to repeal the charter 
of the Broadway Road. Grave aay questions 
would arise in case of repeal of the charter in- 
volving the right of the plaintiff and stockhold- 
ers of the Broadway and Seventh-Avenue Rail- 
road and of holders of bonds which have been 
guaranteed by the Broadway and Seventh- 
Avenue Railroad. In case the Broadway Surface 
Road were sold there would be a conflict be- 
tween the purchasing corporation and the 
Seventh-Avenue people, who would not be 
capable of appearing in court. The Oratrix 
claims she has no relief in common law, and 
only in equity. The defendants are charged 
with being guilty of fraud and responsible for 
waste of the Seventh-Avenue Company’s prop- 
erty. Therefore a Receiver is asked for to man- 
age and maintain the road, and an injunction 
to restrain the defendants from interfering with 
the property of the Seventh-Avenue Railroad 
Company.

People who acted on the advice 
when (first received made a clear $9 
on every Share purchased. Yesterday 
it continued to go up, getting above 67, when a 
suspicious weakness suddenly developed, and the 
figures began to drop. But “R,” had quit his 
first love yesterday. “Buy Hocking Valley 
stock for arise of 10 points,” said a hundred tele- 
grams, ali with this same mysteriovs signature, 
bombarding the street yesterday morning. Up 
the stock floated, one, two. three, four, five 
points gained before the day was over. 

Old speculators looked on astonished. A new 
style of philanthropist had descended. A thou- 
sand guesses were made at‘*R.’s” identity. He 
was the puzzle of the day. Allof his telegrams 
hailed from Chicago, and all of his telegrams 
were paid forin advance. Upon one point most 
men were agreed: he was some gentleman with 
stock to sell.

BROOKLYN'S COAL SUPPLY. 

Commissioner of City Works Conner 
and the Brooklyn Board of Aldermen are having 
a lively time over the annual supply of coal for 
the water works. On March 1 the Commissioner 
gave notice to the Aldermen that the 24,700 tons 
to be used by the water works should be 
bought immediately, and estimated its cost at 
$135,850. The Aldermen delayed and coal ad- 
vanced. Yesterday the Water and Drainage 
Committee reported to the board in 
favor of compelling Commissioner Con- 
ner to advertise for proposals to fur- 
nish the necessary coal and tosubmit the pro- 
posals to the board for itsaction. In the com- 
mittee room it was intimated that the contracts 
in the past had not been given to the lowest bid- 
der, and that there was no reason why the city 
should pay $5 50 a ton—the price fixed upon by 
the Commissioner—when good coal could be 
purchased for $4 10aton. The resolution of the 
committee was adopted. Commissioner Conner 
asserted yesterdsy that the contracts had al- 
ways been given to the lowest bidder, and stated 
somewhat hotly that the figures of the commit- 
tee were misleading—he thought designedly so. 





MORE OF THE OREGON'S MAIL. 

Four bags of the Oregon’s mail were de- 
livered at the Post Office yesterday by the Mer- 
ritt Coast Wrecking Company. One of these 
bags contained newspaper mail from London 
for general distribution in the United States; 
the three otbers were closed mails from London, 
one of these containing letters from London for 
New-York, one letters from Germany for New- 
York and one package each for Baltimore and 
St. Louis, and one newspaper mail from France 
for New-York City. This last was in very bad 
condition. About 5,000 ordinary letters for this 
city were recovered in this mail, 8,500 being 
from Great Britain and the balance from Ger- 
many. Also about 700 letters for distribution to 
other places in the United States, and one pack- 
age of about 30 letters in transit to Mexico, Ha- 
vana, &c. In ail 256 bags have thus far been re- 
eovered of 508 dispatched by the Oregon.
